According to gardai, there were several occa- 
sions last year and in 2017 when gardai were 
called to reports of an assault. However, the 
vast majority of incidents are not followed up 
with complaints. 

Each assault is reported to gardai by prison 
authorities. But when gardai seek to investi- 
gate, the majority of victims in the prison popu- 
lation do not make a formal complaint and the 
incident cannot be pursued. 

The 55 calls last year, was down on the pre- 
vious year when there were 72 requests for at- 
tendance. In 2016, there were just 28 such inci- 
dents. So far this year, gardai have been called 
just once to the prison. 

A total of 156 such incidents have occurred 
since January 2016.

Of the cases pursued by gar- 
dai, offenders can get a prison 
sentence of up to seven years, 
and/or a fine. Under Section 
19 of the Criminal Justice 
(Public Order) Act 1994, a 
judge is allowed to impose a 
sentence consecutive to the 
one which the offender was al- 
ready serving. 

A report published last year 
by the Irish Prison Reform 
Trust, called Progress in the 
Penal System, highlighted that 
the number of assaults nation- 
ally fallen. 

The report outlined: “The 
number of assaults by prison- 
ers on other prisoners de- 
creased by 27% to 417 in 2017. 
Acts of violence by prisoners 
on staff was up by 1% to 104 
incidents.” 

Prisoners are disciplined 
for assaults and have privi- 
leges taken away from them. 
The types of privileges taken 
from them will be determined 
on an individual basis, de- 
pending on the gravity of the 
incident. 





THE overcrowding situation in Cork 
hospitals, particularly the CUH, 
could worsen if there is a failure to 
fund the Fair Deal Scheme, Nursing 
Homes Ireland has warned. 


The Fair Deal scheme offers support 
for people who require long-term residen- 
tial care. Participants contribute to the 
cost of their care according to their 
means, while the State pays the balance 
with the aim of providing accessible and 
affordable care for everyone. 

Concerns have been raised recently 
over the rising cost of funding the 
scheme, with state spending on it ex- 
pected to hit €1bn this year, as demand 
for the scheme soars. 

The HSE service plan 2019 aimed to 
maintain an average of 23,042 clients 
throughout the year. During February, 
23,228 were supported by the scheme. 

The HSE has said it is monitoring it on 
a “weekly basis”.

Fair Deal funds call 
to tackle A&E crisis 


‘Togher’ is. 
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The crisis is an ongoing consequence of 
a failure to plan for our growing older 
population, according to Tadhg Daly, 
CEO of Nursing Homes Ireland, who 
called for increased funds for the scheme. 

He warned that a failure to do so “will 
create massive waiting times for Fair 
Deal which will knock on to hospitals that 
will not be able to cope with overcrowd- 
ing”. 

The Echo revealed last week that pa- 
tients at a Cork hospital Emergency De- 
partment were waiting almost nine hours 
on average to be seen. 

The information was revealed after 
there were reports of patients waiting for 
around 12 hours at CUH in recent weeks 
as the hospital issued a status black esca- 
lation, deeming it clinically unsafe to 
admit more patients. 

“There’s no doubt that the situation ex- 
perienced in Cork hospitals over the past 
number of weeks has been impacted by 








the slow down in Fair Deal schemes,” 
said Mr Daly, describing these waiting 
times as “horrendous”. 

“If you look at the number of delayed 
discharges on average, up to 65%, 70% of 
those are waiting on nursing home care,” 
he said. “If there’s a delay in funding, and 
in improving funding for Fair Deal, then 
that has a very direct impact on acute 
hospitals. 

“There is no doubt in my mind that this 
was a large contributory factor in the 
status black at CUH.” 

Mr Daly added that the HSE’s predic- 
tion that an additional 91 people would 
need the scheme this year was “com- 
pletely unrealistic”. 

“Figures show an increase of almost 
200 in February alone,” he said. 

“If the numbers are outside the projec- 
tions then additional funding will likely 
be required because the implications of 
not providing this would be very bleak for 
older people themselves and for acute 
hospitals like CUH.”

Leo calls for 
FAI probe 


LEO VARADKAR has said an 
investigation into the finan- 
cial affairs of the Football As- 
sociation of Ireland needs to 
be conducted. 

He said the Government 
shared the concerns of tax- 
payers and the anger of foot- 
ball fans over the revelations 
about how the FAI has been 
run in recent years. 

Mr Varadkar’s call comes as 
the entire board of the FAT in- 
dicated that they will step 
down. 

The organisation has been 
under fire since it emerged 
that ex-chief executive John 
Delaney provided a bridging 
loan in April 2017 to prevent it 
exceeding its €1.5m bank over- 
draft. 

Mr Varadkar told the Dail 
yesterday: “Investigations are 
necessary — investigations by 
Sport Ireland — into the ac- 
counts and finances of FAI, 
and it also may be necessary 
for the ODCE to carry out in- 
vestigations under company 
law. The objective must be to 
restore confidence in how the 
FAI is being run.”

Trio plead guilty to burglary over beer theft | Teenager on stricter bail 


Three young men who had been drinking 
all day faced sentencing for burglary yes- 
terday for calling to a house and one of 
them letting himself into the kitchen past 
the owner and stealing nine cans of Hei- 
neken from the fridge. 

The trio who pleaded guilty to burglary 
were: Jonathan Buckley, 25, of Avondee, 
86 Upper Doyle Road, Cork; Martin Daly, 
35, of 7 Annalee Grove, Mayfield; Stephen 
Higgins, 27, of 22 Glencree Crescent, May- 
field. 

The exact nature of what each one did 
in terms of entry on to the premises was 
disputed. 

Inspector Sean McCarthy said it arose 
out of a burglary at a house at Glenamoy 
Lawn on July 4, 2017. 

Detective Garda Mark Durcan gave evi- 
dence of what happened: “In the early 
hours of that date the injured party 
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answered his front door and said three 
men entered his house without his per- 
mission. 

“One of them went to the fridge and re- 
moved nine cans of Heineken and left the 
house. They left the scene in a vehicle. 

“Later that morning there was a single 
vehicle accident at Castlemartyr and 
three were arrested for various matters. 

“A number of cans of Heineken were 
found in the car and examined. There was 
CCTV of the car being driven away. 

“Interviewed, they all admitted being 
together and going to the house at Glena- 
moy Lawn. Stephen Higgins said he 
stayed by the gate and both Buckley and 
Daly said they went to the front door. Jon- 
athan Buckley admitted he went into the 
house without permission and removed 


cans of Heineken from the fridge. 

“The injured party said all three were 
at the door when he answered. He clearly 
stated all three entered the house with 
two of the group stepping inside the door 
while the third person went to the fridge. 

Judge Con O’Leary put it back for a 
month for probation reports but indi- 
cated possible sentences of six months for 
Buckley, three months for Daly and 120 
hours community service for Higgins. 

Eddie Burke, solicitor, said Buckley ac- 
cepted that he was the one who went to 
the fridge. The solicitor said Daly did not 
enter the house and said he suffered from 
anxiety but was doing very well in his life 
lately. 

Michael Quinlan, solicitor, said Hig- 
gins accepted his part in the incident and 
apologised to the injured party, whom he 
knew before this occurred. 


A youth facing charges under 
Operation Joyrider — a Garda 
investigation of car thefts in 
Cork city — was released on 
more stringent bail yesterday 
after four nights in custody. 
Jake O’Sullivan, aged 18, of 
22 Fairfield Rd, Farranree, 
had his bail revoked on Friday 
for 18 breaches of his bail con- 
ditions in the last few weeks. 
Judge Olann Kelleher re- 
manded the teenager in cus- 
tody from Friday until yester- 
day. However, he agreed to re- 
lease him yesterday when 
Shane Collins Daly, solicitor, 
renewed the bail application. 
Sgt Ann Marie Twomey said 
the gardai wanted the 11pm 
curfew changed to 9pm and 
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the three-day-a-week signing 
condition increased toa 
requirement to sign every day 
at Gurranabraher Garda 
Station. Judge Kelleher 
amended those conditions. 

The case was adjourned for 
a hearing at Cork District 
Court on June 20 with O’Sulli- 
van on bail until then. 

He faces charges of driving 
11 stolen vehicles between 
March and November 2017. 

His bail conditions require 
him to keep an 9pm-6am cur- 
few, not contact co-defen- 
dants, not drive, abstain from 
alcohol, and sign daily at Gur- 
ranabraher Garda Station.

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‘City, France, world devastated’ 


A CORK man working in 
Paris said the city, France, 
and the world have been 
devastated by the Notre 
Dame fire. 


James Creedon, from 
Bishopstown, works with in- 
ternational television station 
France 24 and is based in the 
French capital. 

Speaking to The Echo, he 
said that while there were no 
deaths from the fire, there was 
an outpouring of grief. 

“This is a place very dear 
not just to French people, but 
to people the world over,” he 
said. 

“I walk in front of Notre 
Dame every day on the way to 
work and always stop and ad- 
mire it. It’s such a striking and 
beautiful building and I think 
French gothic architecture 
has a particular beauty. Even 
for those who aren’t tradition- 
ally religious, the building 
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has aspects of beauty that any 


person can connect with. 

“People were somewhat 
surprised to realise they had 
an emotional connection to 
this place. Often-just like with 
connections to people, you 
don’t realise how strong that 
connection is until it’s 
threatened and might disap- 
pear. We often say of human 
relationships, ‘I wish I’d valu- 
ed that person while I had 
them’. It’s similar with Notre 
Dame. It was always there in 
the background. 

“Perhaps we didn’t value it 
for all that it was — a symbol 
of the heart of Paris and the 
heart of France. 

“T think people are mindful 
that the worst has been 
avoided. The structure is in 
place and it can be rebuilt.” 

Experts have said there is 
little firefighters could have 
done any sooner to control the 
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blaze that tore through the 
historic cathedral. 

The combination of a struc- 
ture that is more than 850 
years old, built with heavy 
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Firefighters spraying water inside Notre Dame cathedral. 
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timber construction and soar- 
ing open spaces, and lacking 
sophisticated fire protection 
systems led to flames spread- 
ing quickly. This jeopardised 
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the entire cathedral before 
firefighters brought the blaze 
under control. 

Meanwhile, two of France’s 
richest men, long locked in a 
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public rivalry, are once again 
pitted against each other 
— this time over flashy and 
competing donations to re- 
build Notre Dame. 

Billionaire luxury tycoons 
Bernard Arnault, 70, and 
Francois Pinault, 82, are 
among France’s fiercest busi- 
ness competitors and patrons. 

Their rivalry reached dra- 
matic heights yesterday when 
it was announced that Mr Pi- 
nault, his son, and their com- 
pany, Artemis, would immedi- 
ately donate €100m to help fi- 
nance renovations to Notre 
Dame. 

Hours later, Mr Arnault 
shot back with an announce- 
ment that he, his family,, and 
his luxury company, LVMH, 
would pledge double that 
amount for the restoration of 
the cathedral that was immor- 
talised in Victor Hugo’s 1831 
novel The Hunchback of Notre 
Dame, an eternal story of ob- 
session and jealousy. 
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National day for 
mother and baby 
home residents 


AN ANNUAL national commemoration day 
to remember former residents of mother and 
baby institutions could be introduced here as 
part of a series of recommendations set out by 
a consultative group. 

It comes as the Government announced a 
number of measures it is implementing fol- 
lowing the report from the collaborative 
forum of mother and baby home survivors. 

The Government is to develop a package of 
health and well-being measures which will be 
brought for approval in September. 

There will also be changes to adoption legis- 
lation, a memorialisation programme, and a 
research project on language and terminol- 
ogy. 
Among the 44 recommendations is to erect a 
national monument in Phoenix Park to com- 
memorate the mothers and children. 

Children’s Minister Katherine Zappone said 
the initiatives will make “real progress”. 

Terri Harrison, who was a resident in the 
former mother and baby home at Bessbor- 
ough in Cork, said the announcement has 
given her “great hope”. 

“Hundreds of women have been waiting for 
some 70 years for this day to have their voices 
heard,” said Ms Harrison. 

“T did not think I would live to see this day, 
ever.” 

She was 18 years of age when her son was 
adopted against her will when he was a few 
weeks old. 

“This is a day for us. I believe this day has 
given us great hope. 

“We never survived, we are not survivors, 
we are surviving. We have learned coping 
skills and to live with our bereavement. 

“When our children were taken from us we 
had to learn to live with that.” 

The Coalition of Mother and Baby Home 
Survivors estimates that around 35,000 
women and girls went through nine mother 
and baby homes between 1904 and 1996. 


Broadband plan 
could cost €3bn 


The roll-out of the National Broadband Plan 
would cost in the region of €3bn, the Taoiseach 
has said. 

Leo Varadkar said the Government needed 
to spend “a little bit more time” before it could 
make a decision on whether to award a 
contract for the multi-billion euro project. 

Only one bidder remains in the process for 
the contract to deliver high-speed broadband to 
more than 540,000 homes across the country. 

“The Government needs to spend a little bit 
more time before we can bring a decision to 
cabinet on this,” Mr Varadkar told the Dail yes- 
terday. 

He said the cost of the project “could be in the 
region of €3bn, albeit spread over 25 years”. 

The Taoiseach had previously indicated a 
decision would be made before Easter. 

“We want to do this, we want to do it right 
and before we bring a decision to Cabinet, we 
want to make sure there is no better alter- 
native,” he said. 

It is almost four years since the tender pro- 
cess began. The cost of the project was orig- 
inally estimated at between €355m-€512m, but 
earlier this year Mr VaradkKar said the cost may 
end up being “many multiples” of that. 

In the Dail yesterday, the Taoiseach main- 
tained that the original cost estimate of €500m 
was for a “very different project’, one designed 
to deliver fibre to 11,000 villages but not all 
rural areas. 

“Tt’s important to point out on every occasion 
that it’s a different project,” he said. 

“Bringing fibre to villages of Ireland is not 
the same as bringing fibre to 540,000 homes 
farms, businesses in rural areas. 

“Tt is quite a different project.” 

On Monday, Communications Minister Ri- 
chard Bruton confirmed that the matter would 
not be brought before Cabinet before Easter. 

Mr Bruton said it was not a cheap investment 
and the Government had to determine whether 
it was an investment they were willing to make.

A BARBER’S selfless gesture for a cus- 
tomer with autism is continuing two 
years after it captured people’s imagin- 
ation around the world. 


Evan O’Dwyer’s anxiety had prevented him 
from leaving the car for a haircut during a 
tough day back in 2017. Nonetheless, Donncha 
O’Connell, from the Baldy Barber in Black- 
pool, was determined not to let Evan miss out 
and opted to carry out the appointment in the 
family vehicle instead. The teenager hasn’t 
needed to leave his car for an appointment 
since. His mum Deirdre said this has made 
huge improvements to his anxiety. 

The now famous photograph of Evan having 
his hair cut in the car went viral two years ago 
and even appeared on US news network CNN. 
It had initially been posted on Facebook as a 
means to publicly thank Donncha. 

Evan and Donncha’s friendship continues 
offline too. 

“He’s been getting his hair done in the car 
for two years now,” said Donncha. 

“T know how important it is to Deirdre that 
Evan feels calm and secure. You can see how 
much he means to both of his parents. His 
happy place is the car so I’m glad to be able to 
make life that bit easier for both of them. Rou- 
tine is so important to Evan and if having his 
hair cut in the car each time makes him feel 
comfortable then we are more than willing to 
do that.” 

He spoke of his admiration for Evan’s par- 
ents. 

“When they come in here all they talk about 
is Evan. You can tell he means the world to 
them. Deirdre likes to seeing Evan well pres- 
ented. She likes him to be cleanly shaven so 
it’s just as much for her as it is for Evan.” 

Donncha would like to see more barbers 
adapt to cater for children and adults with 
special needs. 

“People with special needs should be treated 
equally, if not better than everyone else,” he 
said. “We need to be doing everything we can 
to make the lives of parents of kids with 
special needs easier. This is just 15 or 20 min- 
utes out my day. Deirdre has to deal with the 
difficulties of autism 24/7.” 

Donncha fears that many businesses are fa-

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vouring excessive health and safety policies 
over helping others. 

“The Baldy Barber is a real old world 
barbers. We like to treat our customers well.” 

Deirdre said that having a kind barber has 
made a huge difference in their lives. 

“We never know what form Evan is going to 
be in and this can present extra challenges,” 


she said. 

“He’s also non-verbal, making it difficult to 
express himself. Last Thursday we had a 
rough time with Evan but he is so relaxed with 
Donncha.” 

“There are not many barbers that would get 
into the back of a car with someone with 
special needs. It just goes to show what a 
lovely person he is. Evan can have very chall- 
enging behaviour so these little things goa 
long way to making our lives easier.” 


Lidl refused planning for a Douglas store 


Lidl has been refused permission 
for a new supermarket in the 
centre of Douglas. 

The planning application by the 
supermarket chain has been re- 
jected for a second time by An 
Bord Pleanala. 

Cork County Council gave the 
go-ahead last year for a new 
supermarket to be located at 
Barry’s Field along with five two- 
bed apartments, offices and a cafe 
and almost 100 parking spaces, 30 
bicycle spaces and 10 motorbike 
spaces. 

However, An Bord Pleanala 
yesterday overturned this deci- 
sion citing a number of reasons

including that the development 
would be “visually dominant and 
out of character” with the sur- 
rounding area and would 
negatively affect other appli- 
cations in “adjoining lands.” 

The project would also be 
“contrary to the proper planning 
and sustainable development of 
the area.” Local Sinn Féin Coun- 
cillor Eoghan Jeffers said he is 
heartened by the “sensible deci- 
sion” to reject the planning appli- 
cation for the prominent site be- 
tween Carrigaline Road and 


Churchyard Lane in the heart of 
Douglas village. 

“There was a number of objec- 
tions in the community and this is 
one of the last pieces of land, cen- 
trally located, in Douglas.” 

Mr Jeffers said that he was also 
delighted that the taxi-rank on the 
Carrigaline road, in front of the 
site, was safe, something that had 
been in doubt with the Lid] devel- 
opment planning application. 

He said he felt the Douglas area 
had lost some of its character in 
recent years and what this plot 
needed was community centred 
facilities. “I would welcome a 
park or a skate park in that area,” 


Mr Jeffers said. “However if 
further commercial development 
was favoured for the site, I would 
be looking for a mixed-use build- 
ing that had a more balanced 
scale.” 

Local Labour Party represen- 
tative Peter Horgan said the rejec- 
tion of the planning application 
was a “great result” for those who 
fought against the supermarket 
proposal in Douglas Village. 

Mr Horgan said that he hoped 
that with the area moving into the 
city, there would be a new oppor- 
tunity for the city council to make 
their mark on Douglas with an in- 
novative plan for the site. 


Waterford woman pleads guilty to 100th offence 


A Waterford woman with 99 convictions 
pleaded guilty to her 100th offence where she 
and two men filled a shopping trolley in Cork 
with more than €500 worth of groceries and 
stole them. 

Philomena Harty, of 9 The Anchorage, The 
Quay, Waterford, admitted the theft com- 
mitted at Tesco in Wilton shopping centre. 

Inspector Sean McCarthy said: “On Novem- 
ber 9, 2018, at 5.30pm the defendant and two 
males entered the shop and the left with €505 
worth of groceries in a trolley.” 

The inspector said that 14 of her previous 


convictions were for theft and one was for bur- 
glary. The stolen property was recovered out- 
side the Tesco and was re-saleable, he said. 

Despite the previous convictions she never 
received an actual jail sentence. 

Judge O’Leary asked: “Why would she stop 
when she is not getting custody.” Defence sol- 
icitor, Eddie Burke, said: “To be fair she is 
from Waterford.” As the solicitor paused for 
breath, Judge O’Leary remarked: “That is not 
an excuse.” Amid laughter in the courtroom, 
the solicitor said: “That did not come out 
right.” Judge O’Leary said it appeared that 


she had tested the boundaries in Waterford 
and was now visiting Cork to steal from shops 
where she would not be Known. 

Mr Burke said Philomena Harty had genu- 
ine connections in Cork and had legitimate 
reasons for visiting and spending time in the 
city. Mr Burke said he was aware of back- 
ground reports prepared recently for a court 
in Waterford. Judge O’Leary put sentencing 
back for a fortnight in yesterday’s case so that 
these reports could be put before Cork District 
Court in advance of sentencing for the Wilton 
theft.

CCTV may identify 
Spring Lane fly-tipper 














CORK City Council is examining CCTV 
footage to determine who dumped 70 
bags of rubbish at the entrance to Spring 
Lane halting site on Monday night. 


The bags of domestic waste, including food 
waste, beer cans, animal feed bags and other 
items, were left on the road at Spring Lane, just 
off the North Ring Road, between 8.45pm and 
10pm. 

On Tuesday morning, city council litter 
wardens began clearing the mess and will now 
go through every single bag to find clues as to 
the identity of the fly-tippers. 

Local councillor Ken O’Flynn said the road 
was rendered “impassable” due to the volume 
of rubbish.

He has called on the perpetrators to be 
“named and shamed”. 

“It was a pure act of brazenness. This is pok- 
ing a finger in the eye of Cork City Council and 
the people of Spring Lane and Ballyvolane,” he 
told The Echo. 

“These people deserve to be prosecuted, 
named, and shamed, and maximum fines need 
to be imposed on these people. The message has 
to go out there that it’s not alright to dump any- 
where in Cork city.” 

A €53,000 clean-up of a large, vacant site on 
Spring Lane was carried out by Cork City 
Council in April and March. The site is now se- 
cured and CCTV footage has been installed in 
the immediate area, but fly-tippers have con- 


tinued to dump on the fringes of Spring Lane. 

Earlier this month, The Echo reported how a 
dumper who fly-tipped at the Northside for 
Business campus, next door to Spring Lane, 
had been caught on camera and their details 
passed onto the authorities. 

A number of prosecutions regarding dump- 
ing at Spring Lane are expected to come before 
the courts this year. 

Bylaws passed by City Hall last month now 
afford local authority officials the power to in- 
vestigate and pursue prosecutions against 
households that don’t have proof they are using 
approved waste collection services. 

Householders without waste contracts or re- 
ceipts from civic amenity sites face fixed fines 
of €75, while proven fly-tippers will be pros- 
ecuted and may face fines of up to €2,500. 


Prostitution suspected as 200 condoms found in woods 


MORE than 200 condoms were dis- 
covered in the woods near Cork’s 
famous Atlantic Pond walkway 
leading to suspicions that it may 
be a hotspot for prostitution. 

Fine Gael Councillor Des Cahill 
was volunteering with the Black- 
rock Clean Up group when he 
made the discovery in the woods 
near the Atlantic Pond walkway. 
The group removed a tent and 
sleeping bags which Cllr Cahill 
suspected were being used for un- 
savoury activity. He expressed 
concern at the numerous baby 
wipes and beer cans littering the 
area. “All the evidence pointed to 
activity of a sexual nature,” he 
said. “It was clear this tent didn’t 
belong to a homeless person. 


Whoever was using this was doing 
so for their own purposes. 

“Anecdotally and historically 
this area would have been con- 
sidered a place used for prostitu- 
tion. This is clearly a meeting 
place of sorts. It’s unacceptable 
that people are using a public 
amenity for this type of activity.” 

He and the group were disgusted 
by the discovery. 

“When I saw the condoms on the 
ground I felt nauseous,” the Cork 
South East councillor said. “We all 
felt nauseous. This was at 10am on 
a Saturday morning. There were a 
lot of people from the community 
taking part in the clean up, includ- 
ing small children. We knew it 
wasn’t safe to dispose of this 


material ourselves. This was a job 
that would have to be done in pro- 
tective clothing and with the 
necessary precautions. 

“We had to move on, especially 
considering there were young 
children there.” 

Cllr Cahill has since raised the 
issue with City Council’s environ- 
ment department. “We needed to 
find a proper crew who were suit- 
ably attired for this kind of job,” he 
said. “At the very least this is bio- 
hazard waste. My biggest concern 
is that there may be needles there 
as well which could present a seri- 
ous danger to the public.” 

The former Lord Mayor pre- 
viously voiced concern after 
seeing a drug user heat up heroin 


in the City Hall’s car park. At the 
time the councillor said it was re- 
grettable drug use is creeping into 
daily life in Cork. 

“My concern isn’t just about im- 
proving the view of the city, there 
is also a public safety element to 
this. Unfortunately, drug use has 
become part of modern life in 
Cork. 

“ My heart goes out to that 
gentleman. His behaviour wasn’t 
aggressive or intimidating. No- 
netheless, I also have a responsi- 
bility to the public who he is put- 
ting at risk.” 

Cllr Cahill praised the work of 
the blackjack Clean Up Group for 
their dedication to maintaining 
their community. 
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Glanmire Soccer 
centre funding 
left in limbo 


ALL Government capital funding to the 
FAI will be withheld, it has been confirmed, 
placing further question marks over the 
construction of a provincial soccer centre in 
Glanmire. 

The Echo reported this week that Sports Min- 
ister Shane Ross had said no funding would be 
provided to the football association until issues 
regarding corporate governance and finances 
are addressed. 

Two members of the FAI board, honorary 
secretary Michael Cody and honorary 
treasurer Eddie Murray, resigned from 
the board on Monday night with the remaining 
members indicating they will now do the 
same. 

The association’s executive vice-president 
John Delaney has also offered to step aside 
from his role in the fall out from revelations 
surrounding a €100,000 loan he gave to the as- 
sociation in 2017. 

The planned €10m Glanmire Centre of Excel- 
lence — a joint project between the FAI and 
Friends of the Rebel Army Trust (FORAS) with 
Cork City FC as anchor tenants at a site in 
Brooklodge — is reliant on approximately €5m 
of Government funding in order to go to con- 
struction. 

However, the funding is being pursued 
through the Large Scale Sport Infrastructure 
Fund — a scheme administered by the Depart- 
ment of Transport, Tourism and Sport. The ap- 
plication was lodged last week but a decision is 
not due until November, which presents hope 
that the FAI can get its house in order to satisfy 
fund approval. 

“With regard to future allocations under the 
Sports Capital Programme and the Large Scale 
Sport Infrastructure Fund, I will be closely 
monitoring developments on corporate govern- 
ance and the conditions which must be met be- 
fore Sport Ireland’s funding to the Association 
is reinstated,” Minister Ross said at a Joint Oi- 
reachtas Committee on Transport, Tourism 
and Sport on Tuesday. 

“Tn this regard, no new capital payments will 
be made by my Department to the FAI until I 
am satisfied with the new measures put in 
place,” he added. 


Extra info needed 
to secure funding 


A REQUEST for additional information regard- 
ing the plans for the Dockyard in Passage West 
has been sent to the County Council from the 
Department of Housing, Planning and Local 
Government. 

The council had been granted €1.9m from the 
Government last November to buy the docks 
from the Doyle Shipping Group for a regener- 
ation scheme. 

However, in February Doyle Shipping Ltd 
decided to withdraw the site from sale, leading 
to the request for additional information from 
the Department. The dockyard had been ear- 
marked by the Council for a major rejuven- 
ation project. 

Senior Executive Officer of the Municipal 
District Jim Molloy said the department want 
the council to bring more information to them 
on the proposal as there is a change in what the 
council were actually funded for: “The with- 
drawal of the dockyard from sale, changes the 
timeline, so they just need a firmer idea of what 
the goal is and how long we are extending the 
funding for.” 

Local councillor Marcia D’Alton described 
this was a very positive response. 

“I was concerned that the Dept would take 
the money and tell us to consider applying for 
funding at another date but instead they have 
asked us to justify hanging onto the money,” 
she said. “It is the best we could have hoped for, 
it is not ideal, but it is not an ideal situation.” 

In terms of Doyle Shipping and their decision 
to hang onto the Passage Dockyard, Ms D’ Alton 
said she was “very hopeful” that the company 
would change their mind about not selling. 

“T would be hopeful that Doyle Shipping Ltd 
would do better elsewhere and that they would 
be happy to sell to a willing buyer. I would be 
hoping for a sale in the short term as opposed to 
the long term.” 
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Elections may get Brexit boost 


THE shock of Brexit and all that 
came with it will lead to greater 
engagement from the public in 
the upcoming European Parlia- 
ment elections, according to one 
of the candidates for Ireland 
South.

Since 2016, Brexit has dominated 
headlines across the UK and here in 
Ireland with uncertainty over exit 
dates and timelines.

Call to fund councils to 
take in charge estates 


FUNDS to take in charge ne- 
glected estates are being 
called for by Social Democrats 
candidate for Clonakilty-Skib- 
bereen, Evie Nevin. 

Ms Nevin has hit out at cen- 
tral Government and Irish 
Water for making it difficult 
for councils’ legal obligation 
to be followed through, thanks 
to a lack of funding. 

“West Cork is littered with 
neglected estates that the 
county council is legally ob- 
liged to take in charge if re- 
quested to do so,” said Ms 
Nevin. “Some of these estates 
are in shocking condition and 
residents are in limbo, even 
having to pay for the provi- 
sion of street lighting, road 
repairs, and liability insur- 
ance. This is a form of double 
taxation because occupants 
are already paying the house- 
hold tax. 

“Tf the majority of residents 
in an estate request it in writ- 
ing to their local council the 
council is legally obliged to 
take that estate in charge. 

“However, central Govern- 
ment funding is not being

made available for the pro- 
cess. Even when funding is 
available the council cannot 
take estates in charge until 
Irish Water agrees to take sew- 
age and water into its care.” 

Ms Nevin said that Irish 
Water is making it difficult for 
estates to be taken on by fre- 
quently refusing to take 
charge of sewage and water 
until residents have done 
costly tests and even demand- 
ing major work to be done. 

“While out canvassing in 
West Cork, many residents, 
particularly low-income 
families who are renting and 
pensioners, are feeling under 
pressure to contribute to the 
fees in housing estates,” she 
said. “Those who are unable to 
pay feel embarrassed and feel 
with rents being so high that 
maintenance fees should be 
included in their rent.” 

Ms Nevin said that Social 
Democrats leaders Catherine 
Murphy and Roisin Shortall 
will be looking at the issue of 
taking estates in charge. 


ment because of Brexit, with one 
each going to Ireland South and Dub- 
lin. 

“We’re confident that people are 
more engaged because of Brexit,” 
said Ms Nunan, former General Sec- 
retary of the Irish National Teachers’ 
Organisation and President of the 
Irish Congress of Trade Unions. 

“Hopefully, there is a higher level 
of interest because Irish people like 
Europe and I think at the end of the 
day, they will want to see European 
parliamentarians that will fight the 
corner for Europe.

I think people have 
been shocked at what they’ve seen 
going on in the Brexit debate, it will 
make them focus on what we want 
from our TDs in Europe so to speak.

said. “I think the government are 
very clear about the backstop posi- 
tion. 

“T think that there is undoubtedly, 
from what I’m hearing in the consti- 
tuency, a range of anxiety particu- 
larly from people in the farming sec- 
tor and small business sector, people 
who are relying on supply chains,” 

“They’re breathing a sigh of relief 
in the short term and everybody is 
living with a degree of hope that it 
won’t be a hard Brexit.”

General practice 
model is at risk 
of collapsing

GENERAL PRACTICE could collapse if the 
number of GPs on the verge of retirement ac- 
tually depart the service in the coming years, a 
Cork GP has warned. 

Youghal GP, Dr Declan Mathews said that 
while the new GP deal will have a positive im- 
pact, he added that it will be a few years before 
GP numbers increase. 

In the meantime, there are 700 GPs across Ire- 
land due to retire in the next three to five years. 

Dr Mathews said that even with the positive 
outcomes associated with the new deal, the ef- 
fects will take time to filter through to recruit- 
ment and retention. 

“Tt will take time; we only train 200 GPs in 
Ireland a year. 

“Two hundred every year at the moment is 
not solving the problem, particularly because 
many are leaving anyway. 

“The hope is now that they will choose to 
stay,” he added. 

“It might also mean that people who were 
thinking of maybe coming back from abroad 
will actually do that. 

“Unfortunately, there appears to be nothing 
in the new deal to persuade a few older GPs to 
stay on a bit longer which would help plug 
those gaps until we can train more GPs and at- 
tract more back from abroad. 

“T certainly wouldn’t consider staying on any 
longer and there are around 500 GPs across Ire- 
land in the same position. 

“Something should have been done to keep the 
GPs who are close to retirement in the system for 
a bit longer to avoid it collapsing completely. 

“If they retire when they’re supposed to, 
with the situation as it is at the moment, the 
system could collapse,” warned Dr Mathews, 
who added the new deal, which may include 
free GP appointments for under 12s, was 
“struck with an election in mind”. 

“If under 12s are brought into the free GP 
scheme and the out-of-hours service continues 
to not be supported, the likes of SouthDoc could 
collapse under the workload.” 
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ATTENDEES ata conference held 
in Cork have learned about new 
strategies to prevent homeless- 
ness, learned by studying what 
other nations have done. 


The Cork Simon Community 
hosted the conference in The Imperi- 
al Hotel to launch a new report inves- 
tigating whether Ireland’s issues can 
benefit from the experience of coun- 
tries around the world. 

Titled “Preventing Homelessness: 
A Review of the International Evi- 
dence’, the report shows what other 
nations are doing and how those 
methods can be incorporated in Ire- 
land. 

“The international evidence base 
on prevention is not perfect,” the re- 
port found. “However, there is evi- 
dence that services that are flexible 
and which provide support by work- 
ing to develop the right mix of sup- 
port for people threatened by home- 
lessness, which are well integrated 
with homelessness, health, housing 
and other services, tend to work 
best.

Conference calls for investment 
to tackle issue of homelessness 





a clear need for investment in more 
social and affordable housing nation- 
wide. 

There is also the need for inte- 
grated preventative homelessness 
services like rapid re-housing and 
more mental health support for those 
struggling with housing issues is also 
crucial. 

Speaking about the conference and 
the new report, National Simon Com- 
munity spokesperson Paul Sheehan 
said: “As this report highlights, it is 
essential that prevention be part of 
an integrated homelessness strategy, 
and for it to be effective, it must have 
the flexibility to adapt to people’s 
needs. 

“Homelessness and housing inse- 
curity is traumatic, stressful and un- 
fair, but we know that people can 
avoid homelessness when provided 
with the right supports. 

“We must heed the lessons learned 
from other countries in tackling 
homelessness: stopping it from hap- 
pening is the best way to avoid the 
very great human and financial costs 
that can accompany this extreme 
form of poverty and exclusion.”

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MEP Clune says establishment of agency is a ‘milestone’ for freedom of movement 





Anew European Labour Author- 
ity (ELA) has been created to 
make it easier for EU citizens to 
work in member states, a move 
that has been welcomed by Fine 
Gael MEP Deirdre Clune. 


The establishment of the new 
agency was approved in recent 
weeks, with the search on now for a 
member state to host its permanent 
headquarters. 

It will provide access for individ- 
uals and employers to information 
on their rights and obligations, as 
well as to relevant services. 

The ELA was announced by Euro- 
pean Commission President Jean 
Claude Juncker in his 2017 State of 
the European Union address to en- 
sure that EU rules on labour mobility 
be enforced in a fair, simple and 
effective way. 

The Commission’s data shows that 
cross-border labour mobility has 
increased, so that in 2017 the figure of 
EU citizens living or working in 
member states other than that 
of their nationality had doubled 
compared to a decade ago. 

Ms Clune, who has been involved 
in EU cross-border working relations 
as a member of the Transport Com- 
mittee, called the setting up of the 
agency a “milestone” for freedom of 
movement. 

“This organisation will ensure fair 
mobility for people working in the 
EU and is another milestone in cross 
border coordination and cooper- 
ation,” she said. 
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“Facing issues in relation to work- 
ing conditions is a daily reality for 
millions of citizens, including many 
in Ireland. Free movement is a found- 
ing principle of the EU and the EU 
rules need to be applied in a fair way. 
These principles underpin this regu- 
lation.” 

She said that freedom of movement 
is a foundational element of the EU 
and more and more citizens are tak- 
ing advantage of it. 

“With the ELA, we are taking a 
step towards a fair labour market for 
workers rights which will be guaran- 
teed and protected. The most valued 
right of Europeans is very often their 
right to move freely within the EU. 

“This free movement is becoming 
more and more important every day. 
In 2017, 17m Europeans lived or 
worked in a member state other than 
that of their nationality. 

“That’s nearly twice as many as 10 
years ago. On top of that, there are 
1.4m cross-border workers, a 40% 
increase since 2006,” said Ms Clune, 
who added that “2.3m posted workers 
carry out services in another 
member state. In addition, 1.4m 
Europeans commute to another 
member state to go to work.” 

Ms Clune noted that more than 2m 
workers in the road transport sector 
cross intra-EU borders on a daily 
basis, including many leaving and 
arriving in Ireland. 

The ELA will be a permanent 
structure, made up of approximately 
140 staff, some seconded from 
member states and acting as national

liaison officers. It will be steered by a 
management board, with represen- 
tatives from each member state and 
the European Commission. The man- 
agement board will also include EU 
social partners and an independent 
expert appointed by the European 
Parliament. It will provide national 
authorities with operational and 


technical support to exchange in- 
formation, develop day-to-day coop- 
eration routines, carry out inspec- 
tions and, if necessary, settle dis- 
putes. It will have an annual budget 
of approximately €50m. 

Labour candidate for Ireland 
South Sheila Nunan, an experienced 
trade union official, has called for the 


Government to make a bid to host the 
new agency in Ireland. 

However, Employment Minister 
Regina Doherty has said Ireland has 
no intention of making a bid, and the 
EU has expressed a preference for 
bids from countries that joined in 
2004 or after, as they are less likely to 
already host an agency. 


A lot more work going on in Brussels other than Brexit 


THANKS to Brexit dominat- 
ing the news for months, it’s 
been hard to remember that 
there is a lot more going on in 
Brussels. 

In recent decades, the UK 
was prone to only ever debat- 
ing the worst parts of the EU 
— or at least the worst parts 
from its perspective. 

Ireland was dragged into 
that conversation in the last 
few years thanks to protracted 
negotiation over the backstop. 

But that debate has over- 
shadowed the bulk of the work 
that’s happening in the EU. 

All of the focus has been on 
Michel Barnier, his negotiat- 
ing team, and the various EU 
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leaders involved in Brexit. 
But the European Civil Ser- 
vice has about 25,000 staff. 
While some Brexit issue has 
probably landed on all of their 
desks over the last three 
years, their actual priorities 


have been very different. 

While Brexit might make 
the union geographically 
smaller, it’s still expanding in 
other ways, like the ELA 
(European Labour Authority). 

The UK has learned the 
hard way that the EU wants to 
protect the Single Market at 
all costs. 

That’s built on a foundation 
of freedom of movement for 
people, goods, services, and 
capital. 

The ELA is the next step in 
bolstering that freedom. 

Historically, Ireland has re- 
lied on emigration for work, 
and the Single Market has 
made that a lot easier. 


Ni Riada warns against EU army 


SINN Féin MEP Liadh Ni 
Riada has warned that the ex- 
pansion of the EU’s defense ef- 
forts could “sleepwalk” Ire- 
land into a European army. 

The Ireland South MEP was 
speaking as Sinn Féin 
launched their Defending 
Irish Neutrality document in 
Leinster House. 

“This document, which out- 
lines the absolute necessity of 
our neutrality, not just for Ire- 
land but for Europe, stands in 
stark contrast to the one re- 
leased by Fine Gael last year, 
which actively encouraged 
the creation of an EU Army,” 
she said. 

“The threat to Irish neutral- 
ity is not an external one. Fine 
Gael have long been cheer- 
leaders for militarisation in 
Europe while Fianna Fail 
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were only too happy to help 
whisk PESCO through the 
Dail without a proper public 
debate. 

“Sinn Féin is the only party 
that can be trusted to defend 
Irish neutrality both at home 
and in Europe and it’s crucial 
that we do. 

“Our neutrality will not 
only defend Ireland but it acts 
as a block to the full creation 
of an EU army, which is why 
Fine Gael are so opposed to en- 
shrining it in our constitu- 
tion,” she said. 

Ms Ni Riada also questioned 
the government’s record on 
the expansion of the EU’s mili- 
tary efforts. 

“The increasing militar- 
isation of Europe is also seeing 


huge funding needed for vital 
social and economic pro- 
grammes being diverted to de- 
fence spending. 

“In 2017, Fine Gael voted to 
adopt the European Defence 
Industrial Development Pro- 
gramme (EDIDP) which sig- 
nalled an alarming shift in the 
EU towards militarisation,” 
she said. “Funding of €500 mil- 
lion will be reallocated from 
other programmes in 2019 and 
2020 to fund the EDIDP. 

“Worse still, the EDIDP is 
only the precursor to the the 
much larger European De- 
fence Fund, a €13 billion mili- 
tary funding scheme. 

“This is what militarisation 
means. It has nothing to do 
with defence but with funding 
with profit margins for the 
military-industrial complex.” 


Without the need for visas 
or an employer to sponsor, 
we’ve been able to move and 
work freely all over the conti- 
nent. 

But though it’s possible, it’s 
not always simple, and there 
can be complications as 
member states all maintain 
their own labour laws, benefit 
systems, and tax systems. 

Navigating those can be dif- 
ficult for workers, and that 
has the potential to become a 
bigger issue as the number of 
people moving for work in- 
creases, the rise of more casu- 
al working practices like the 
gig economy continues, and 
shared markets see more 


workers posted to other lo- 
cations by their employers. 

The ELA will seek to 
smooth out any issues that 
arise in that changing market, 
but part of the goal is to keep 
the Single Market growing. 

We have seen other big is- 
sues emerge in the last few 
years where the EU will move 
in to coordinate action, like 
the emergence of the digital 
single market — online com- 
panies operating across 
borders. 

So there is a lot more on the 
EU’s plates than the future of 
one soon-to-be ex-member 
state, and the European Par- 
liament elections provide a 


good opportunity to discuss 
where the union should go 
next. 

Over the next few weeks, 
MEP candidates, their parties, 
and their European groupings 
will be making their cases to 
the public. 

Whether people are debat- 
ing the expansion of the EU’s 
military powers or efforts to 
underpin workers’ rights, that 
these debates are happening 
at all is a good thing. 

Where the UK has got 
caught up in a shallow, navel- 
gazing debate about how 
bad the EU is, Ireland is 
looking at how much better it 
could be. 


Cost of mayors could become focus 


LIMERICK Labour TD Jan O’Sullivan said that 
the government must review the proposed 
€130,000 salary of directly-elected mayors or 
risk losing next month’s plebiscites in Cork, 
Limerick, and Waterford. 

Following the launch of Fine Gael’s yes cam- 
paign in Cork on Monday, she said that the gov- 
ernment has failed to communicate the idea ef- 
fectively and the high cost of introducing the 
position may put voters off. 

“The total cost of the office is €450,000 for the 
mayor and two special advisors. I am calling on 
the Minister to clarify why the office will cost 
nearly half a million euro a year,” she said. 

“There is a real risk that the cost of the office 
could become the focal point of the plebiscite 
and this is due to the Government’s failure to 
meaningfully engage with the public about this 
proposal.” 

While she supports the idea, she said that the 
government’s efforts to promote it have been 
“hamfisted.” 

“There should be an opportunity for people 
who will be making this decision to at the very 
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least attend a town hall-style forum with a rep- 
resentative of the Government,” she said. “A 
media campaign and a few leaflets won’t suf- 
fice.” 

However, Fine Gael has announced a series 
of town hall meeting and workshops, including 
one attended by An Taoiseach Leo VaradKar in 
City Hall on May 1. 

Local Labour candidate for Cork City South- 
East Peter Horgan said that the office would 
not bea “panacea” for Cork’s local government 
problems, and councillors will still be key. 

“There is one certainty on May 24, the people 
of Cork will be electing a raft of new councillors 
for the new expanded city,” he said. “These are 
the people who will be needed straight away to 
deal with the issues of the city. We must start 
with a fresh chapter in city hall, not excuses 
from years gone by. 

“A Mayor may help that process, but council- 
lors elected in May must be the change 
makers.”

Fine for 
cannabis 


SUSPICIOUS activity by a 
young man in a city park 
prompted gardai to search 
him for drugs. 

Patrick McDonagh, 22, of 1 
Inchera Close, Mahon, Cork, 
was fined on Monday at Cork 
District Court for having can- 
nabis. 

Gda Damien Desmond was 
at Bishop Lucey Park when he 
observed Patrick McDonagh 
acting suspiciously. 

Garda Desmond brought 
him the Bridewell garda 
station for a search. 

He had cannabis herb in a 
container down the front of 
his pants. 

Judge Olann Kelleher con- 
victed and fined him €300 for 
the offence. 








PUBLIC patients in Cork will be 
unable to access bone density 
scans in the region for almost two 
months, The Echo can reveal. 


The HSE contract for bone densito- 
metry scans, which can diagnose os- 
teoporosis, was previously held for 
public patients by Cork University 
Hospital (CUH). 

However, an email from CUH to 
medical professionals in Cork revealed 
that the contract has been awarded to 
private firm Global Diagnostics for an 
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initial three-year term. Scans in Cork 
ceased on Tuesday and will not be 
“fully operational” in Blackrock until 
June 4. 

A Cork GP told The Echo that there 
are concerns about a possible backlog 
in scans as a result of the delay. 

He added that, while the scan is not 
necessarily urgent, it seems a strange 
move by the HSE to outsource what 
was a public practice to a private com- 
pany. 

“The HSE and Department of Health 
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have said they’re determined to fund 
and support services in the public for 
the public yet here they’re engaging a 
private contractor here.” 

Patients accessing public care in 
CUH, CUMH or the community will 
now have to access scans through Glo- 
bal Diagnostics whereas before the 
service was available in the hospital. 

An email sent from the finance de- 
partment at CUH said Global Diag- 
nostics is an “ award-winning man- 
aged radiology service provider”. 

They currently provide managed 
radiology services across numerous

modalities to 19 HSE sites across Ire- 
land. 

The new service will have oversight 
from both Global Diagnostics and rel- 
evant CUH/CUMH stakeholders, ac- 
cording to the finance department. 

The new service will be available in 
Blackrock Hall Primary Care Centre, 
Skehard Road, Blackrock, Cork, but 
will not be “fully operational” until 
June 4. 

However Global Diagnostics will be 
accepting referrals with immediate ef- 
fect, according to a statement sent to 
The Echo.

Man avoids jail 
in cannabis case

“He took full responsibility for the suspected 
cannabis stating it was cannabis for his person- 
al use. It was valued at €200.” 

His previous convictions included having 
drugs for his own use and for sale or supply. 

Frank Buttimer, solicitor, said the defendant 
was now working full time and doing much 
better than he had been and was pleading guil- 
ty at the first opportunity.

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A CULTURE of picture-perfect 
parenting causes more than 
half of Irish parents to feel like 
they are failing, research has 
found. 


The new global study has re- 
vealed that more than half of par- 
ents in Ireland feel like they are 
failing within the first year of par- 
enthood, with mothers more likely 
to feel this way than fathers. 

Research carried out by Water- 
Wipes has found that the picture- 
perfect portrayal of parenting on 
social media is disempowering 
Irish parents.

The company has launched 
#ThisIsParenthood, a global pro- 
ject to document the realities of 
parenting through a uniquely hon- 
est lens. 

The research found that the feel- 
ing of parenting failing stems from 
a number of sources, ranging from 
single-minded parenting how-to 
guides to flawlessly filtered Insta- 
gram feeds. 

One-fifth of Irish parents sur- 
veyed feel that film and TV are key 
contributors, two-fifths point to 
advertising as a contributor, and 
two-fifths believe social media

adds to the pressure to be a perfect 
parent. 

It leaves many parents feeling as 
though they can’t be honest about 
their struggles due to fear of judg- 
ment, with more than half admit- 
ting to putting on a brave face 
rather than being honest about 
their reality. 

Over half of parents in Ireland 
feel as though they cannot relate 
to the parenting images they see 
on social media, with mothers feel- 
ing this more than fathers (59% 
versus 48%). 

This theme is replicated by par- 
ents across the world, with seven 
in 10 globally wishing there were 








more honest representations of 
parenting in culture and on social 
media. 

Chartered psychologist and par- 
enting expert Niamh Hannan said: 
“Irish parents clearly feel under 
huge pressure to get it right. I’d go 
so far as to say that there is a cult 
of perfectionism around parent- 
ing. 

“When an exhausted parent is 
feeling that somehow they are not 
measuring up to others or to their 
own expectations, what they 
really need to know is that they 
are normal. 

“Everyone is going to struggle 
sometimes.” 


Pelosi leads US fact-finding delegation to Ireland 
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US House of Representatives 
speaker Nancy Pelosi arrived 
in Dublin yesterday for a 
four-day visit to Ireland and the 
North. 

She was greeted by 
Tanaiste Simon Coveney at 
the Department of Foreign 
Affairs, ahead of a meeting 
with Taoiseach Leo Varadkar 
at Government Buildings. 

Ms Pelosi is part of a 
delegation of high-ranking US 
politicians on a fact-finding 
mission. Today, she will 
address TDs, senators, and 
former politicians in the Dail. 

Later, the group will meet 
President Michael D Higgins 
and the Taoiseach will host a 
dinner at Dublin Castle in 
honour of the delegation. 

The congressional del- 
egation includes members of 
the Friends of Ireland caucus, 
including Congressman Richie 
Neal. The US politicians are 
due in the North tomorrow. 

In London on Monday, Ms 
Pelosi said there would be no 
chance of a US-UK trade deal 
if there was any weakening of 
the Good Friday Agreement. 

Ms Pelosi is the third most 
powerful politician in the US. 

Speaking ahead of the visit, 
Mr Varadkar said: “This visit is 
more evidence of the deep 
and historic ties between our 
two countries and is a good 
opportunity to further deepen 
US-lreland bilateral relations.” 


CE supervisors to 
strike over pensions 


COMMUNITY employment (CE) supervisors 
who are members of SIPTU and Forsa trade 
unions have announced an escalation of indus- 
trial action in a dispute about pensions. 

CE supervisors and assistant supervisors 
will engage in five consecutive days of strike 
action, starting on Monday, May 13. 

Union members have also begun a campaign 
to lobby local and European election candi- 
dates ahead of elections in May. 

The unions announced the escalation of the 
industrial action at a press briefing in Dublin 
yesterday. 

The briefing was followed by a rally of union 
members at Leinster House. Members of both 
unions travelled from all counties to highlight 
their 11-year dispute over pensions. 

A one-day strike by CE supervisors and as- 
sistant supervisors took place in February.

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Heroin the most reported problem 
drug in cases requiring treatment 


NEW figures showed that 
more than 60,000 cases of prob- 
lem drug use, excluding alco- 
hol, presented for treatment in 
Ireland between 2011 and 2017. 

The number of treated cases 
increased from 8,361 in 2011 to 
9,892 in 2015, and then de- 
creased to 8,922 in 2017. 

The latest figures from the 
Health Research Board (HRB) 
found that in 2017, opiates, 
mainly heroin, remain the 
most common drugs reported 
among cases treated for prob- 
lem drug use. 

However, the proportion of 
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opiate cases has fallen in re- 
cent years. 

Cannabis, cocaine and ben- 
zodiazepines were the second, 
third and fourth most com- 
mon drugs respectively re- 
ported by cases in treatment 
in 2017. There was a 32% in- 
crease in the number of co- 
caine cases between 2016 and 
2017. 

‘There has been a notable 
increase in cases presenting 
with cocaine as their main 
problem drug since 2013, with 


a marked rise in the most re- 
cent figures from 1,138 cases 
in 2016, to 1,500 cases in 2017,” 
Dr Suzi Lyons, Senior Re- 
searcher at the HRB said. 

“Cannabis remains the 
most common drug among 
cases entering treatment for 
the first time. 

“Four in every 10 new cases 
were treated for problem 
cannabis use, many at a young 
age — the median age for 
new cannabis cases was 21 
years, compared to 32 years 
for opiates and 28 years for 
cocaine.”

Rare 1917 Irish Proclamation 
to sell at auction next month 


A RARE first anniversary Irish Proclamation is 
expected to sell for tens of thousands of euro 
at auction next month. 

It was printed on the first anniversary of the 
1916 Easter Rising. There are just three 1917 
Proclamations known to still be in existence. 
The Proclamation is set to go under the 
hammer at Victor Mee Auctions in Cavan on 
May 8. 

In 1917, the Proclamation was removed by a 
member of the Dublin Metropolitan Police at 
Butt Bridge in central Dublin on orders of the 
High Sheriff to avoid political unrest. He later 
gave it to Robert Bradley, a retired sheriff. 

It was passed on to the McKay family who 
safely kept the piece for more than six dec- 
ades, passing it down to the current owner. 
The current owner, who wishes to remain 
anonymous said: “The Proclamation was 
given by the sheriff to my father with the words 
‘look after this it will be important someday’. 
“My father kept it safely over six decades until 
finally it became my responsibility.” 

The 1917 Proclamations were printed by Cum- 
ann na mBan with the original printing blocks 
used for the original version after they were ga- 
thered from the wreckage of the GPO. 

It has been estimated to sell for €10,000 to 
€20,000 when it goes under the hammer on. 


Parkinson’s patients’ problems 


CONCERNS are being raised over the prob- 
lems faced by Parkinson’s patients in Ireland. 
Fianna Fail’s health spokesperson says they 
should not be forced to take to the streets of 
Dublin or turn to the media to protest for sup- 
port. 

It follows demonstrations outside the Dail last 
week and an appearance by members of the 
Parkinson’s Association of Ireland on Claire 
Byrne Live on Monday night. 

Stephen Donnelly TD says patients are being 
forced to travel abroad for treatment options. 
“Last week | met people with Parkinson’s. They 
were protesting outside the Dail to try and raise 
awareness — it was World Parkinson’s Day,” 
he said. 

“They’re dealing with an awful lot. The sup- 
ports they have available from the State are 
very little. 

“So what we want to see is the proper supports 
put in place, which should be done and | think 
could be done quite easily. 

“We only have five specialist nurse practi- 
tioners in the entire Republic, three of them 
based in Dublin.” 


Another ATM theft in North

A number of ATMs have been stolen in North- 
ern Ireland and the Republic this year.

IT STARTED in Irish waters 
in February when a sperm 
whale was washed up on 
Long Strand in West Cork. 


“Stranded sperm whales 
are not an unusual sight,” Dr 
Simon Berrow, chief execu- 
tive of the Irish Whale and 
Dolphin Group, said. 

“We have recorded an aver- 
age of 2.2 per annum in recent 
years, of which 95% are males. 
So when a sperm whale was 
washed up in Cork in Febru- 
ary we thought nothing of it.” 

It was one of several in- 
stances of what are described 
as “strandings” in a week, not 
an unusual occurrence at this 
time of year. 

But seven dolphins and the 
sperm whale found dead along 
the Cork coastline was an “un- 
usually high number ina 
short space of time” according 
to Mick O’Connell, stranding 
officer with the IWDG. 

As well as the sperm whale 
there were common, bottle- 
neck and striped dolphins. 

It was the sperm whale 
stranding which became of 
particular interest when a sec- 


ond, described as “in good 
condition” was washed up at 
Magheroarty in West Donegal 
in late March. A day later the 
Irish Maritime Squadron 
photographed another sperm 
whale floating about 150 miles 
offshore during a fisheries re- 
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Astranded sperm whale in Sligo. The numbe 


connaissance flight and sent 
the pictures to the IWDG for 
examination. Then a large 
male sperm whale washed up 
in Mace Head, Connemara. 

It had also been filmed float- 
ing off the coast by fishermen 
out of Ballyconnelly before it 
stranded and it didn’t look to 
be the one which had been pic- 
tured by the Maritime Squad- 
ron that had lost all of its skin 
and was white. 

“Now we were seeing some- 
thing unusual,” said Dr Ber- 
row. 

When a fourth whale hit the 
strand at Streedagh, Co Sligo, 
the IWDG began a more de- 
tailed investigation. 

“This was a female and 
that’s unusual,” the CEO told 
me this week on my radio 
maritime programme, This Is- 
land Nation, where we have 
been reporting on the number 
of dead sperm whales found 
on beaches around the world 
over the past few months, 
found with a lot of plastic in 
their stomachs. 

A pregnant sperm whale 
washed up on a beach in Porto 
Cervo, a popular tourist desti- 
nation in Sardinia, Italy, with 
49 lbs. (22 kilograms) of plastic 
in her stomach. Sperm whales 
with stomachs full of plastic 
also washed up in Spain and 
Indonesia. The IWDG con- 
tacted colleagues in Scotland 
with whom they liaise and 
were told they were examin- 
ing a female sperm whale on 
the Isle of Uist. 

“This was only the second 
reported confirmed female 
sperm whale stranding in the 
UK in the last 25 years,” said 
Dr Berrow. 

“What could be killing only 
sperm whales? 

“The whales making land- 
fall in Ireland in March and 
April were in good condition, 
not emaciated There has been 
huge public interest and 
speculation. Fisheries by- 
catch and of course plastic has

been suggested. 

“We were only able to exam- 
ine the sperm whale in Sligo,” 
said Dr Berrow, “and found no 
evidence of plastic, of collision

with a vessel or trauma. 
Acoustic trauma caused by ac- 
tive sonar is likely to kill 
smaller beaked whales such 
as occurred last August and 
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September in Ireland and 
Scotland, not just sperm 
whales. Was it a bacteria or a 
virus, which only affected 
sperm whales?” 

The cause of the strandings 
remains unknown. 

“We will probably never 
know what caused these 
whales to die, whether this 
was natural or what we calla 
‘UME’ — an unusual mortality 
event,” Dr Berrow told me. 

He suggested that a national 
procedure should be estab- 
lished, bringing together the 
resources of local authorities, 
the Defence Forces, the Coast 
Guard and the voluntary 
IWDG, to examine stranded 
whales. 

“A combined effort could 
learn more about what is hap- 
pening,” he added. 

“The sperm whale is con- 
sidered by many as the largest 
predator, growing to up to 16 
metres and weighing up to 45 
tonnes. Off Ireland, sperm 
whales are quite abundant 
throughout the year. 

“They respond to changes 
and impacts in deep offshore 
waters. Let’s try and learn as 
much as we can so we can be 
informed and make the cor- 
rect choices in managing our 
marine waters.”

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Brain scan boost to 
aid brain injury babies 


Enhanced MRI techniques are 
being trialled by doctors with 
the aim of predicting the long- 
term outlook for babies who 
suffer brain injury at birth. 


Babies treated for hypoxic is- 
chaemic encephalopathy (HIE) 
currently receive a scan after five 
days which can show the severity 
of injury to the brain and is helpful 
in predicting severe neurological 
issues such as cerebral palsy. 

However, doctors at Southamp- 
ton Children’s Hospital say more 
subtle problems that may affect 
children later in life, such as

school performance, are difficult 
to identify. A spokesman for the 
hospital said: “HIE develops when 
a baby’s brain does not receive 
enough oxygen and blood around 
the time of delivery. 

“Tnitial treatment for moderate 
to severe HIE includes therapeutic 
hypothermia — cooling the baby 
from 37 to 33.5 degrees for 72 
hours— which is delivered on 
specialist neonatal intensive care 
units. This improves survival 
rates and reduces the risk of se- 
vere neurological impairment, 
such as cerebral palsy and severe 


developmental delay, but affected 
babies remain at risk of more 
subtle problems which can affect 
school progress and emotional 
function. 

“This is currently monitored 
through follow-up appointments 
until the age of five where a range 
of tests and assessments are per- 
formed to determine the a child’s 
level of developmental progress.” 

Clinicians and scientists at the 
hospital, led by Dr Brigitte 
Vollmer, a consultant in neonatal 
neurology, are extending and 
adapting the MRI to measure 
blood flow and neural connec- 
tions, known as the wiring or map- 








ping of the brain. 

Dr Vollmer said: “Early evalu- 
ation of the severity of HIE is im- 
portant to guide treatment, advise 
parents about the future of their 
newborn child and to facilitate 
testing of new treatments such as 
individually tailored early inter- 
vention, but current evaluation 
methods are imperfect. 

“We will investigate how non-in- 
vasive measurement of tissue per- 
fusion, cellularity and neuronal 
connectivity using MRI can im- 
prove accuracy of the evaluation 
of the brain injury caused by HIE 
and how this relates to later neuro- 
developmental outcomes.” 


Shore thing: Dog found at sea back on dry land

A dog found swimming more 
than 135 miles from shore by 
workers on an oil rig crew in 
the Gulf of Thailand has been 
returned safely to land. 

A worker on the rig be- 
longing to Chevron Thailand 
Exploration and Production, 
Vitisak Payalaw, said on his 
Facebook page that the dog 
was sighted last Friday 
swimming towards the plat- 
form. 

He said they were lucky 
to spot it because if there 
had been waves it probably 
would not have been vis- 
ible. 

The dog made it to the plat- 
form, clinging to the support 
structure below deck without 
barking or whimpering, Vitisak 
wrote. 

The crew managed to res- 
cue the dog by putting a rope 
around its neck and hauling it 
up. 
He said the crew speculated 
it might have fallen off a fishing 
trawler, and dubbed him Boon 
Rod, or Survivor. 

The dog was delivered by 
boat on Monday at the south- 
ern port of Songkhla and was 
declared in good shape after 
being delivered to the animal 
protection group Watchdog 
Thailand. 

Vitisak said if the dog was 
unclaimed, he would like to 
take it to his home in northeast 
Thailand

Norwegian man jailed 
for espionage in Moscow 


A Moscow court has found a Norwegian man 
guilty of espionage and sentenced him to 14 
years in a high-security prison. 

Retired Norwegian border inspector Frode 
Berg was arrested in Moscow in December 
2017. He was accused of collecting in- 
formation about Russian nuclear submarines 
for Norwegian intelligence. 

He denies the charges and his lawyer has 
called him a victim of a set-up. 

Asked about a possible pardon for Berg, Rus- 
sian President Vladimir Putin said last week 
that he would wait for the verdict before weigh- 
ing up pleas for one. 


Orange march rerouted 


AN Orange march in Scotland, which was to 
pass achurch where a Catholic priest was spat 
on, has been re-routed after police warned of 
potential for significant disorder. 

The original route for the Apprentice Boys of 
Derry (Bridgeton) Easter Sunday parade 
would have passed St Alphonsus Church, 
Glasgow, where Father Thomas White was tar- 
geted as an Orange walk went by on July 7 last 
year. 

Father White was spat on as he spoke to par- 
ishioners outside the place of worship in Lon- 
don Road. 

Bradley Wallace was jailed for ten months in 
February after admitting assaulting the priest. 
Glasgow City Council re-routed the proces- 
sion, which will go from Tullis Street to Cathe- 
dral Square and back, away from the church, 
following a meeting on Tuesday. 

A council spokesman said: “Members chose 
to re-route the procession after hearing serious 
concerns, raised by Police Scotland, about the 
potential for disorder due to protests and 
counter-protests from people opposing or sup- 
porting the event.” 


Indonesians vote in election 


Around 193 million Indonesians are eligible to 
vote in a presidential election that will decide 
who leads a nation which is an outpost of 
democracy in a region of authoritarian govern- 
ments. 

Their choice on Wednesday is between In- 
donesia’s first president from outside the Jak- 
arta elite, or electing a figure from the era of the 
Suharto military dictatorship that ended two 
decades ago. 

In the final moves of the campaign, the front- 
runner, President Joko Widodo, dashed to 
Saudi Arabia to meet its king and perform a 
minor pilgrimage. 

Mr Widodo is competing against Prabowo 
Subianto, a former special forces general from 
the era of authoritarian rule under Suharto.

Many people will frown at 
e an O l this word and wonder what I mean by it. 
Others will simply dismiss it as another 


The pupils and staff of Terence MacSwiney 
Community College, Knocknaheeny, and the 
management and staff of the neighbouring tech 
giant, Apple, can be very proud of their part- 
nership.

We hear 
that every election time. Whether it’s the 
Local, General, Presidential election or at 
your local AGM. Now is the time for change. 
But what does Change mean really in terms of 
Cork city and the years ahead? 

Many people are sick and tired hearing 
about the changes planned for under the 
expansion of the city boundary. Others will 
never have heard of it and may never pay 
attention to the fact it is happening until after 
it is done, if at all. 

What we can learn from change is that it 
happens — whether it be slow or 
fast, hopeful or destructive. 
Change is inevitable. There are 
those who will wish to preserve 
the status quo to defend their 
own realms of importance but at 
one point or another in their 
lives, change had to occur to 
bring them to where they are 
now. 

Doors will be knocked and let- 
terboxes tested to their limit in 
the weeks ahead as the May 24 
deadline for candidates ap- 
proaches. These candidates will 
form the democratic bedrock of 
the new expanded council. We 
cannot continue with a shrug of 
the shoulders to suggestions and 
advancements from the people’s 
representatives. There are those 
who will point to the recent so- 
cial advances in Ireland through 
Marriage Equality and the re- 
moval of the Eighth amendment 
as examples of forward moving 
change in this country but in 
reality the change was bred on 
those two issues over decades of 
work by committed individuals. 

That is what Cork needs now. 
Committed individuals banding 
together across political lines 
with a vision to deliver change 
to the city and its people, not the 
corporate interests. 

There are those who will 
decry the talk of change. The 
talk of doing things differently. 
The talk of hope. Hope can be a 
dangerous thing. It can break a person’s re- 
solve. It can break the resolve of a city, of a 
nation. Without hope though, what use have 
we for a city. Are we content to live in a city 
that sees boardrooms control our destiny? Or 
do we yearn for a change to some different vi- 
sion. One where the people’s will is imple- 
mented. That will can be as simple as the 
roads fixed and playgrounds provided. It can 
be as widespread as a fundamental shift in 
how we treat those who fall on the worst of 
times. It can go as far as to change the culture 
of how we interact with each other. 

We are entering a time of upheaval in Cork. 
The expansion brings challenges and oppor- 
tunities. The crucial piece will be, must be, a 
desire to do things much differently. To en- 
gage with experts. To allow citizens to address 
Council in a Petitions type system. To estab- 
lish town hall style forums in the electoral 
wards on a regular non-party political basis.

These are just some of the political reforms I 
have proposed. I do not have a monopoly on 
different ideas — no one does. We have to be 
able to work together with all parties and none 
to achieve the common cause of Cork and her 
people. 

The change in attitudes from elected coun- 
cillors outside of tribal instincts must be 
brought to bear on officials in the Executive. 
Everyone in City Hall. Every single person, is 
there for the betterment of Cork and is there to 
serve Cork. 

There is no doubting in my mind that on an 
individual basis they do so for the right rea- 
sons. But the individual gets lost in the collec- 
tive. Now is the time to right that imbalance 
and ensure the collective response is that for 
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the people. 

The fact is that those who defend the status- 
quo were in fact themselves arbiters of change 
once upon a time. 

We need to harness the energy that is seen 
in advocacy groups in this city like the Cork 
Cycling Campaign and the enthusiasm shown 
by Cork students campaigning for Climate 
Change every Friday afternoon outside City 
Hall. We need the engagement with the trans- 
port experts and architectural masters that 
live and work in our city and want to see it do 
well. 

This is not an academic exercise in filling 
pages and ticking boxes. It is, and must be, a 
new way of working for Cork. If you want that 
new approach, think hard when you enter the 
ballot box this May. The future of Cork may 
depend on it.

Hospital crisis 


YEARS of bad government policy is 
directly responsible for the crisis in 
our hospitals. 

After a week which saw the 
highest number of patients on 
trolleys so far this year, the Govern- 
ment and Taoiseach Leo Varadkar 
preferred to deflect rather than 
address the blindingly obvious real- 
ity of the crisis and acknowledging 


the glaring policy failures of his Gov- 
ernment. 

Of course, there are always 
methods and strategies of improving 
the delivery of patient care. Such 
strategies must be continuously 
considered in line with modern 
practices. 

However, it is extremely disin- 
genuous of Mr VaradkKar to focus on 
such issues when the real and over- 
arching problem is Government 
health policy. 

This has resulted in constant fire- 
fighting in hospitals. The fruits of 
this are plain for all to see — 81 pa- 
tients lying on trolleys at Limerick 
University Hospital. At the start of 
the month, we also saw Cork Univer- 
sity Hospital issue a status black 
warning due to severe congestion. 

You cannot separate the last eight 
years from where our hospitals are 
today. The truth is that Fine Gael set 
about undermining and hollowing 
out public healthcare as soon as they 
were elected to government in 2011.

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Turn on, tune in, drop out: Slow 
media could be the way ahead 


OSE of us who are not digital 
natives, who grew up 
consuming news from print 
newspapers and almost stood 

to attention when RTE’s 9pm news 
came on the television, are feeling a 
bit swamped by the sheer amount of 
choice that is on offer online these 
days. 

Now, there is no sacrosanct time of 
the day or night when the news 
demands our attention. Instead, it 
rolls on, 24/7. 

But are we actually better inform- 
ed now, compared to a few decades 
ago, prior to the digital age we now 
live in 

One fall-out from technology is 
that we’re rarely still, just sitting 
quietly with our thoughts. Instead, 
we are constantly bent over, busily 
scrolling our Facebook and twitter 
feeds and checking our news apps, 
with maybe the television on in the 
background. 

We are alerted to certain stories 
that have that click bait thing going 
on, enticing us to read beyond the 
sensational headline, even though 
the material might be quite moronic. 

We are suffering from information 
overload. And it’s not doing our 
heads any favours. 

According to research from Pablo 
Boczkowski, a professor of communi- 
cation studies at Northwestern 
University in the US, cited in the New 
Yorker in an article about contem- 
porary media, people are not less 
informed than before. But they’re 
differently informed. 

Young people do not go online 
seeking out the news. Instead, they 
come across it by accident, on social 
media. A post from a news site gets 
their attention, briefly. They are 
constantly “being touched, rubbed 
by the news. It’s part of the environ- 
ment,” says Pablo. 

The superficial engagement with 
the topics du jour can lead to false 
alarms such as the anti-vaccine 
cohort that is clearly not listening to 
medical advice, being influenced 
instead by the hysterical mob.

and Philip Fernbach. It deals with 
the danger of superficial knowledge 
and explains how our social media- 
based news outflow leads to 
unsavoury outcomes in our democ- 
racy. 

People are given to grossly over- 
estimating what they know and their 
unjustifiably strong opinions are 
backed up by other similarly ill- 
informed people. That leads to an 
echo chamber, predicated on 
ignorance rather than facts. It’s an 
illusion of knowledge. 

What can be done to counter this 
scourge? Journalism matters, 
particularly journalism that engages 
the reader with analysis and general 
rigour. But how to get people to 
invest their precious time in consum- 
ing responsible reporting? 

Remember the days when break- 
fast Was accompanied by reading the 
newsprint edition of the paper, 
delivered daily to the door with milk? 
If you don’t remember, then you’re 
hardly going to bemoan the fast 
nature of media these days. But there 
is another way. 

In 2010, a document called The 
Slow Media Manifesto was published 
by three Germans with backgrounds 
in media and technology. It called on 
journalists and readers to draw in- 
spiration from the Slow Food move- 
ment with its emphasis on quality 
and knowledge of provenance. 

The authors wrote that slow media 
is “not about fast consumption but 
about choosing the ingredients 
mindfully and preparing them ina 
concentrated manner. Slow media 
cannot be consumed casually, but 
provoke the full concentration of 
their users. 

As with the production of a good 
meal, which demands the full 
attention of all senses by the cook 
and his guests, slow media can only 
be consumed with pleasure in 
focused alertness.” 

Part of the appeal of slow media is 
that it pushes back against the 
technological pressures that are 
shaping journalism. It’s about 
encouraging people to cut down on 
their media intake while making 
sure to source their news from 
reliable sources. 

For this dinosaur, nothing quite 
beats print. A newspaper will reward 
your attention to it by having a 
quirky story buried in the back pages 
that will bring a smile to your face. 
You may miss such stories online. 

Reading a newspaper has been 
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ON THE GO: But social media may not be the best way to source your news. Poised by model 


described as a contemplative exer- 
cise that can’t be matched by a 
screen. The physicality of a news- 
paper is enjoyable. It invites perusal 
initially as your eye is drawn to the 
photographs and then it entices you 
to read the stories, with no distrac- 
tions.

Studies have shown that reading 
retention suffers on a Kindle com- 
pared to a book and the same applies 
to newspapers.

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Wrestling is a 
farce, not sport 


I WAS a freshly-minted teenager in Colaiste 
an Spioraid Naoimh in the 1980s when the 
virus of American wrestling, then known as 
WWE, swept through the building. 

I was no dumber or smarter than my class- 
mates but could not fathom how so many of 
them were smitten by this awful, pantomime 
rubbish that had started to pollute our TV 
screens. Some talked of matches between Hulk 
Hogan and Andre the Giant the same way the 
rest of us talked of Cork taking on Kilkenny. 

For a time it looked as if a few of the brightest 
minds of my generation might be lost to this 
menace. Fortunately, most of those involved 
matured and came back from the brink before 
it was too late. Unfortunately, the same cannot 
be said for Ireland in 2019. That’s the obvious 
conclusion following recent hysterical events 
surrounding Becky Lynch, the Dublin woman, 
who emerged from Wrestlemania 35 as the 
new Smackdown and Raw Champions. The 
reaction in her home country was genuinely 
disturbing. Even worse than media outlets 
describing her as ‘winning’ these titles (my 
quotation marks, not theirs), some chose to 
cover the event in the sports section. 

It is not now or never has been a sport. Itis a 
branch of the entertainment industry, an 
especially unsavoury and sordid branch at 
that. Lynch deserves great credit for carving 
out a career that has made her world-famous. 
However, nobody can ever describe her as an 
athlete because she is far more of an actress 
(and a bad one at that) than anything else. 
When newspapers and radio shows talk about 
her ‘winning’ Wrestlemania, they are being 
grammatically incorrect and perpetuating a 
ridiculous fraud. 

Lynch emerged from the show with two title 
belts because a group of writers in a script 
room in an office in Connecticut decided she 
should. That’s how wrestling, as anybody over 
the age of eight knows, works. For reasons to 
do with marketability, storylines and continu- 
ity, these men and women, in consultation 
with the commercial arm of WWE (as it is now 
called), figure she’s the best person for them to 
sell their product at this point in time. That’s 
why she got to fake defeat the former UFC 
fighter Ronda Rousey and another woman 
named Charlotte Flair. It was nothing to do 
with her physical talent. It was to do with 
dollars and cents. 

Against that background, it was stunning to 
look in from the outside and see grown-ups in 
Ireland and, particularly, in Irish media going 
berserk about her ‘achievement’. As if she’d 
won a world boxing title like Katie Taylor or 
something. The only thing Lynch deserves 
credit for is shimmying her way up the very 
greasy and treacherous pole that is WWE. But, 
any celebrations should be tempered by the 
realisation she has reached the top of a pile 
but, to borrow a phrase, it’s a pile of rubbish. 

For decades, the people who devoted years 
of their lives to WWE have been dying young. 
They have been doing so because their pneu- 
matic muscles are often the results of steroid 
use. And, even when they reached the summit, 
they were made to work a punishing schedule, 
hurling themselves around the ring according 
to the pre-arranged script several nights a week 
in order to generate huge sums for owner 
Vince McMahon and his family. Many ended 
up taking painkillers to keep up and that 
yielded a whole new set of medical and 
psychological problems down the road. 

We only hope Lynch avoids that fate. Many 
haven’t. 
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OR Dee McCarthy, restor- 
ing her period home in Fer- 
moy has become a four-year 
labour of love. 

No.2, Saint James’ Place, was 
built in 1812, at the dawn of the 
modern town. 

The house has been vacant since 
the 1970s, and Dee and her husband, 
Neil, since they returned to Fermoy 
from London four years ago, have 
put much time and money — “more 
than we expected” — into the red- 
brick, three-storey-over-basement 
terraced Georgian house. 

Past pink flag-stones of John- 
stown marble, the original door and 
doorknocker have been restored, 
and a new fanlight — mimicking 
the original on No 4 — has been 
created by local carpenter, Paud 
Dineen. 

The building dates back to the 
days when Scottish entrepreneur 
John Anderson built a thriving 
garrison town on the banks of the 
Blackwater. Across from Christ- 
church Church of Ireland, Saint 
James’ Place overlooks the town 
park. 

When Saint James’ Place was 
built, Anderson lived in Fermoy 
House, on the other side of what is 
now the park, before he lost every- 
thing in a bank crash in 1816. He 
died penniless four years later in 
London. 

For Dee, proprietor of Fermoy’s 
Heron Café, and her family, the 
restoration of their new home is a 
celebration of Fermoy’s past and an 
investment in its future: “When we 
bought it, it was a 200-year-old 
wreck,” she says. “Now, it’ll stand 
for another 200 years.” 

The house is a protected 
structure, and has been lovingly 
refurbished to the highest specifi- 
cations, using original materials 
wherever possible. 

The construction architect is 
Midleton’s James Burke, and the 
main building work has been car- 
ried out by Kenmona Construction 
of Ballyhooly, but many hands 
made this work. 

Dee’s father-in-law, Charlie 
McCarthy, has worked hard to 
recreate original-style spindles for 
the staircase. Local craftsman 
Colman Howard did all the lime- 
plastering. 

“We are blessed to be surrounded 
by so many gifted local craft- 
speople,” says Dee. 

When I visited the property, the 
air was thick with the smell of fresh 
varnish; the restored wooden floors 
on the ground floor gleamed 
beneath high, corniced ceilings, and 
the evening sun beamed through 
double-glazed windows replicating 
the original frames. 

Fireplaces, dating back two 
centuries, have been beautifully 
renovated too. 

Downstairs, the cellar, once a 
rabbit-warren of servant quarters, 
has been opened up, and a glass 
mezzanine overlooking the back 
garden lights what is nowa 
combined kitchen and family area. 

To the front, the only surviving 
original window on the terrace 
looks out on an outdoor basement 
area which features a 4ft high, 20ft- 
deep coal hole which runs beneath 
the overhead pavement. It would 
make for a childhood wonderland of 
the imagination. 

Renovations can turn up many 
surprises, both welcome and unwel- 
come. 

In the course of these particular 
works, a mystery was revealed in 
the form of a letter fragment which 
Dee discovered in an old, undated

The renovation of a period home in Fermoy became a labour of love for 
owner Dee McCarthy — and turned up a curiosity that could date back 200

“Henrietta- 

“Well, my dear sister, every day I 
think I feel more and more disgusted 
with everything and everybody. 
Now, fancy, love, you and I having to 
live in this small, odious little house, 
and doing all the work ourselves, 
when six months ago we were living 
at Tower Isle Parks, with money,

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servants and everything at our 
command. 

“To me, it is simply intolerable to 
live like this, but evidently you don't 
feel horrible as I do, for you look 
quite cheerful. It makes me down- 
right angry to see people cheerful 
when I am miserable. I wish you 
would feel miserable, too. Can’t you 
speak, love? 

“Love-” 


The letter is undated, but the

reference to servants suggests the 
letter may predate Independence. 

Perhaps it’s a sexist assumption 
to think the author is female, but 
it’s hard to imagine many men in 
the past two centuries complaining 
about having to do “all the work” in 
a house. 

There’s a Tower Isle in Jamaica, 
which remained a British colony 
until 1962. Was the author pining 
for the Caribbean? 

Either way, she is very unhappy 
at having to live in “this small, 
odious little house”, but while past 
smells are a mystery, 2, St James’ 
Place is not small, (unless you’re 
from a mansion). That is if, of 
course, 2, St James’ Place is the 
house to which the author refers. 
The letter presumably belonged to 
Henrietta — or a relation — who 
wanted to keep it safe. 

The author has come from a life 
of great privilege, and is now 
“miserable” to have to live ina 
house far beneath her expectations. 
Given that the letter was found in a 
house which was likely in the 19th 
century the property of a British 
Army officer, might she have 
moved to Fermoy, an officer’s wife? 

She suggests she is greatly 
reduced in means, and this only 
recently, and invites her sister to 
imagine sharing in her indignity. 
She says Henrietta looks quite 
cheerful, implying she sees her 
sister regularly enough to know she 
doesn’t suffer in the same way. 

Does this suggest Henrietta is in 
the same general position as the 
unnamed author and similarly 
suffering straitened circumstances 
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house will now stand 
for another 200 years 


but doing so with perhaps more 
grace than the author? 

Or is the author being spite- 
ful, pointing out that Henrietta 
looks “quite cheerful” because 
she is still enjoying her privi- 
leged position in “Tower Isle 
Park”? 

No.2, Saint James Place was 
included in the Census of 1911, 
when the occupants were listed 
as Katie Murphy, aged 57; 
Margaret Meanny, aged 41; Jo- 
saphine O’Neill, 37; and Annie 
Healy, 30). 

They all give their occu- 
pation as “Head Nurse” and list 
their religion as Roman Cath- 
olic. 

Dee doesn’t know who 
Henrietta or her sibling may 
have been, but notes dots on the 
rear of the letter; a series of pin- 





pricks spelling out “Happy 
Birthday”. 

Whatever the story behind 
this mystery letter, 2, St James’ 
Place has a rich past and — 
thanks to Dee and her family — 
it now has a bright future too. 

The renovated home is a 
glorious triumph of imagin- 
ation and care, with rooms 
restored to their airy former 
glory, and reimagined for 
family life in a new century. 

For Dee and Neil, and for 
their children, this will very 
soon be home.

Sweet Pastry 
Ingredients 
300 gr flour 
150gr butter 
60gr sugar 
6gr salt 

2 eggs 


Method 

@ Mix flour, sugar and butter to crumb, 
add in the eggs and salt and mix lightly. 
@ Turn onto board and work enough to 
bring together. 

@ Wrap in cling film and leave to rest in 
the fridge for an hour or so. 

@ Grease a Q inch flan ring. 

@ Roll out the pastry approx. 11% in larger 
than the flan ring. 

@ Carefully place the pastry on the flan 
ring. 

@ Push well into the corners, line with 


parchment paper and rest for half an hour. 


@ Fill with baking beans and bake at 175C 
until golden all over. 

@ When cooked, remove baking parch- 
ment and brush the pastry case with raw 
egg yolk, place back in the oven for two or 
three minutes, this will help seal the pastry 
and keep it crisp.

@ Reduce the oven temperature to 150C. 


Tart Filling 

Ingredients 

Hazelnut Layer 

55gr blanched toasted hazelnuts 
30gr egg (half an egg) 

50gr soft light brown sugar 


Method 
@ In a food processor, pulse together the 





ingredients for the hazelnut layer (to a 
slightly rough paste) then spread carefully 
over the pre-cooked tart base. 

@ Bake at 150C for 10 to 12 minutes until 
set and golden. 

™@ Remove from the oven and set aside 
whilst you make the custard. 

@ Increase oven temperature to 175C 


Custard 

Ingredients 

700gr prepared bramley apple, cut into 
cubes 

3 free range eggs 

25gr cream flour 

175gr caster sugar 

Y% tsp vanilla extract 

2 tsp brandy 

25gr blanched toasted hazelnuts, roughly 
chopped 

150gr unsalted butter, cooked to nut 
brown 

Ye tsp salt 

Finely grated zest of half a lemon 


Nut Brown Butter 

@ The most important part of this recipe is 
the nut brown butter, for this amount | 
used an 8in round non stick frying pan, if 


you are unsure about it try doing it in two 
batches in a smaller pan. 

@ Melt the butter in a wide pot or frying 
pan over a medium-low heat, swirling to 
help it along. It will foam and (as a chef 
once explained to me, it will sing — listen 
carefully!) 

@ Once the foam has died down, (it stops 
singing) watch it like a hawk; as soon as 
the solids at the bottom turn light-colour- 
ed from white to toasty brown and the 
butter smells almost nutty, tip into a bowl 
to cool. 


Custard 

@ Next, whisk together the eggs, vanilla, 
brandy, sugar, and flour until smooth. 
Once cooled add the butter, mix well and 
then add the lemon zest. Set aside to 
thicken. 

@ Toss together the apple, and Toasted 
hazelnuts and pile evenly onto the 
cooked hazelnut layer. 

@ Pour over the prepared custard; shake 
gently to allow the custard to sink through 
the apple. 

@ Bake for 25 to 30 minutes until golden 
and set. 

@ Serve warm with whipped cream.

THE long Easter weekend is 
upon us, and that probably 
means some feasting to be 
done. 

The traditional meat of the 
season is spring lamb, roasted 
pink and served with mint 
sauce and all the trimmings. 
Chocolate makes an appear- 
ance too, in the form of eggs 
and presentation boxes to 
scoff after dinner. 

Lamb loves red wine, but 
chocolate is a notorious wine 
killer! 

Some bubbles may well bea 
nice thing to go with a presen- 
tation box or special egg as a 
gift though, plus they make a 
lively aperitif before dinner. 
So I’ve included a fizz with a 
difference in my top three 
this week. 

From Argentina comes 
Finca la Pampa Mendoza Pinot 
Noir 2017. Lamb loves the 
intense cherry fruit of Pinot 
Noir. This one also has some 
cedar and smokey notes from 
ageing in French oak for 10 
months. 

A complex red, this marries 
velvety fruit ripeness with a 
mature, full and lingering 
flavour on the palate. Perfect 
for a special occasion, this is 
great with roast lamb. From 
Aldi, €12.99 a bottle. 

As the sun is forecast to 
shine this weekend, you 
might ditch the traditional 
roast in flavour of digging the 
barbecue out. For something 
to go with the meats of the 
outdoor grill, which are 
usually marinated to inten- 
sify flavour, another red will 
do the job nicely. 

Domain de la Baume Syrah La 
Jeunesse is a sensuously rich 
and spicy red from the south 
of France. All that sunshine 
brings forth ripe Syrah 
grapes which pack a powerful 
punch of fruit and spice. 
Great for grilled meats like 
spicy lamb or steak burgers. 

Normally €10 a bottle, this 
wine is now part of the Easter 
buy-six-save-a-further-€10-at 
the-till offer, now on till April 
24. It’s worth investigating 
this and the other wines in 
this range for the long 
weekend. 

Lastly, those bubbles I 
promised. I’m going back to 
the Easter wine range at Aldi, 
for the unusual Organic Grillo 
Spumante. 

A wine from Sicily, made 
from the Grillo grape, this 
variety is fast catching on for 
those who like the frizzante 
fizz of Processo. 

It comes in a stubby bottle 
with cage closure, keeping all 
those lively busy little 
bubbles in check till you pop 
the cork! 

A mouthful of vibrant cit- 
rus and crisp whitecurrant 
fruit makes this a lovely wine 
to sip before dinner, and a 
talking point too. From Aldi, 
€12.99

“But I feel like with three series you can get 
in amongst 10/15 characters and really tell 
those stories. If it starts to go over [three 
series], you think, ‘What are we going to do?’” 

Twenty-two year old Luke Roskell, who 
plays Pepper, Silas’ younger brother, agrees; 
and is happy with how things work out for his 
character. 

“This season I’ve got some really nice stuff, 
especially with Mercy (played by Patsy Fer- 
ran); that story rounds off lovely,” notes the 
Merseyside-born star, best known for his stint 
in Emmerdale, as Sean Spencer. 

“IT was so happy that it did, because over 
three years it’s just slowly, slowly been coming 
along. 

“T was really happy with how Pepper’s jour- 
ney went.” 

Jamestown, created by Bill Gallagher, is 
based on real-life events. 

In 1620, 90 young English women were 
shipped across the Atlantic to be brides for 
pioneers who had been living in Virginia for 
over a decade. 

But there were a lot more men than there 
were women. 

And we saw Silas fall in love with Alice, 
played by Peaky Blinders star Sophie Rundle, 
who, at the time, was married to his older 
brother Henry (Max Beesley). 

Alice and Silas ended up getting together, 
and having a baby. But when, in the last epi- 
sode of series two, Silas’ fellow settlers accused 
him of being a traitor, he fled to the Pamunkey 
Indian Tribe. 

In the new episodes, we will see the fallout of 
that, as he now lives with the Pamunkey per- 
manently. 

Preparation for the storyline included losing 
15 kilos, “because I knew I had to get into a loin- 
cloth,” quips Martin. 

“The former Silas, as the big farmer, the big 
oaf, the man of the land, he does a total shift, and 
becomes a hunter gatherer,” continues the actor. 

“T just felt like it was a totally different char- 
acter.” 

Did that transformation mean this was Mar- 
tin’s most challenging series yet? 

He nods. “Silas has completely shifted in 
what he stands for, which your mind actually 
resists, weirdly,” he explains. 

“He becomes a new character, he really does. 
So that mental shift was quite a hard one.” 

Another new element of the role was learn- 
ing to speak the language of the tribe, some- 
thing he fully embraced. 

“T remember laying all the scenes out and it 
would cover half this floor of just Native Ameri- 
can, which is such a buzz. 

“It shows you, in a sense, if you put your 
mind to it, you can do those things, you can 
learn something that’s completely alien to you. 
I loved it. I feel quite proud of it.” 

Roskell is full of praise for his co-star’s hard 
work - even if he can’t help but tease him a little 
too (throughout the interview there’s a lot of 
banter between the pair, who it’s clear have be- 
come close playing brothers on-screen). 

“You did big it up, with the whole floor 
thing,” he says with a smile. 

Over the three series, we’ve seen Pepper 
change a lot - Roskell was just 19 when he got 
the role. And he recognises how much his char- 
acter has grown up as the show has evolved. 

“This year he’s got some facial hair; a little 
bit of something,” he jokes. 

“He’s a lot older and trying to step up to the 
mark now. Over the three years he has been 
doing that already, trying to emulate his 
brothers. But this year, he’s trying to find him- 
self really.” 

There’s been a shift in dynamic between all 
three Sharrow brothers, who couldn’t be more 
different to one another character-wise. 

“Without you being around,” Roskell looks 
to Martin, “it’s just Henry, but that’s why I do 
have to step up, you know?

A SPORTS centre for a new dec- 
ade and for generations beyond 
was unveiled at the official 
launch of the Banteer Commu- 
nity Sportsfield combined with 
the launch of 100 years of Ban- 
teer Sports in the Glen Theatre, 
Banteer recently. 

The Banteer Community 
Sportsfield group have recently 
been approved via IRD Duhallow 
for a major grant of €1.128m to- 
wards the development of an 
Astro Turf project from the Gov- 
ernments Rural Regeneration 
and Development fund. 

The grant aid is up to 80% 
funding and the community, 
those behind the project will 
need to raise to €285,000 of 
matching funds to complete the 
full €1.41M project. 

Banteer Community Sports- 
field and Park is a community 
owned facility utilised by ladies 
football, camogie, hurling, gaelic 
football, soccer, walking, ath- 
letics, many other sports and also 
entails a children’s playground. 

This facility has been developed 
over the years by the local commu- 
nity with grant support from 
LEADER, Cork County Council 
and Sports Capital funding as well 
as significant local fundraising. 

The name of Banteer is syn- 
omonous with Sports meetings 
hosted as early as May 1886, when 
the inaugural event attracted athlet- 
es far and wide. More than 45 years 
later, Banteer Sports Field was 
opened in 1952 and it continued to 
thrive over the following decades. 

From 1888, the subsequent 
world champion Denis Horgan se- 
cured his first career win at 17 years. 

The 1950 meeting broke all 
records, the last staging at Buck- 
ley’s field heralded the need fora 
new location. 

As the cost of developing the 
existing location was not feasible, 
two adjoining fields of the Parish 
lands and adjoining the railway 
station were made available by 
the Parish priest, and with the ex- 
pertise of engineers O’Keeffe & 
Busteed, Newmarket, the local 
supporters again went into action 
to provide an even better facility 
for athletics than had been pro- 
vided over sixty years before. 

Progress continued apace in 
the excavation and levelling of 
the new sportsfield with an oval 
cinder track banked at the ends 
for the safety of cyclists, and an 
inner grass track. 

The Banteer venue was con- 
venient to the Banteer Railway 
Station allowing for the attend- 
ance of 6,000 patrons at meet- 
ings over the years. 

Such was the recognised state 
of the surface, facilities and lo- 
cation, the All Ireland sports were 
hosted in the present sports field 
in 1965, 1966 and 1972 with cyc- 
ling introduced as Banteer be- 
came famous for its cinder track. 

Many GAA finals have been 
hosted at a venue immortalised 
in song and verse, the Complex 
is home to Banteer and Lyre 
GAA clubs. 

Very much a community 
sports location, soccer is also 
played with athletes, joggers 
and walkers enjoying the track 
as well as a walkway around a 
picturesque lake.

Royal Marine can make a success 
of his retrieval mission in the 
bet365 Craven Stakes at 
Newmarket today.

Something did not agree with him 
in the desert, though, because he 
trailed in a well-beaten fourth after 
being sent off an odds-on favourite. 

Scroll on three months from that 
UAE Guineas Trial, and Royal 
Marine puts his credentials on the 
line this time for the first Classic of 
the domestic season. 

He does so, inevitably, against a 
clutch of unexposed rivals whose 
unbeaten profiles are sure to be 
persuasive for many. 

The instinct is so often to side with 
untapped potential at this time of 
year — while memories of Royal 
Marine’s unequal struggle with the 
desert dirt will remain off-putting for 
some. 

They ensure, too, that he will go off 
at tempting odds to beat likely 
favourite Zakouski, in the same 
ownership. 

Any one of several others could 
turn out to be the real deal, of course, 
but Royal Marine is the one with the 
Group-winning CV his opponents 
have yet to match. 

Equilateral is another for whom 
recent disappointment — and one or 
two more historical too — is no 
recommendation in another Group 3 
contest on the card, the Connaught 
Access Flooring Abernant Stakes. 

Always well-touted and yet to 
deliver with any consistency, Charlie 
Hills’ four-year-old fell short again 
on his first run of the season at Donc- 
aster.

Slightly sneakier feelings are 
harboured about Quila Saeda in the 
opening Betway Live Casino Handi- 
cap. 

The canny Mick Appleby is grad- 
ually attuning the ex-German mare 
to current requirements, and a 4lb 
drop for an acceptable effort here at 
her second attempt in this country 
will do no harm over this extra fur- 
long. 

Over jumps, the highlight on day 
one of Cheltenham’s April meeting is 
the Grade Two Cure Parkinson’s 
And Hambo Foundation Silver 
Trophy Chase. 

The prolific Dan and Harry 
Skelton might easily have directed 
their mare Rene’s Girl towards an 
easier target as she returns from a 
four-month absence. 

The lightly-raced nine-year-old 
has some fine form to her name, 
remains well-treated on the best of 
it, and can demonstrate that she is 
very much at home on this spring 
ground. 

Tanarpino is another who will 
have conditions to his liking in the 
Arkells Brewery Nicholson Holman 
Chase.

Guineas claim 


Qabala is the new favourite for next month’s 
Qipco 1000 Guineas after she justified strong 
market support to beat her stablemate Mot Juste 
in the Lanwades Stud Nell Gwyn Stakes at 
Newmarket yesterday. 

Roger Varian’s Mot Juste brought Group-win- 
ning form to the table, but in the minutes before 
the race, Qabala was backed from 13-2 into 100-30 
favouritism. 

Pretty slowly away, David Egan was content to 
bury her in the middle of the field as Orchid Star 
took them along, with Mot Juste well placed to 
challenge. 

When Mot Juste hit the front coming out of the 
dip, Qabala still had plenty of ground to make up, 
but she displayed an electric turn of foot to burst 
through and win by a length and three-quarters 
on just her second start. 

Mot Juste was another three-quarters of a 
length in front of John Gosden’s Angel’s 
Hideaway, who came from last into third. 

Betway makes Qabala its new 5-1 favourite for 
the Guineas, with Ladbrokes two points bigger at 
7-1. 

Varian said: “I was very impressed. She came 
in inexperienced only having the one start. She 
has worked well and she worked well last year 
before she ran and won. We have high hopes for 
her. 

“When you come off the back of one run and go 
into a competitive race like this, you are never 
quite sure. I was delighted how she switched off 
and she quickened really well. 

“They are two nice fillies. Mot Juste ran a great 
race. She was ridden a bit more forward, 
travelled strongly, and went there to win her 
race. She got a bit tired up the hill and got a sec- 
ond wind. 

“T think Qabala had a lovely passage through 
and came into the picture a bit later. They are 
different types of fillies. They move differently 
and behave differently. 

“Qabala would be more flashy in her 
homework, but they don’t work together. They 
both deserve — given health and soundness — to 
possibly come back for a crack at the Guineas. 

“Qabala has not come in her coat yet and I 
nearly didn’t run her. She had been trained for 
the race to trial today and bar having a long coat, 
I have been happy with her work and she has got 
a healthy look to her. There wasn’t a reason not to 
come except she hadn’t come in her coat. 

“T hope race will bring her on and I think she 
will look different in her appearance next time 
she races. We thought the maiden form was 
strong at the time and we liked her before that 
maiden, so we went into the winter thinking she 
was a nice one.” 

Elsewhere at Newmarket, Shine So Bright con- 
tinued Andrew Balding’s good start to the season 
when making all the running to win the bet365 
European Free Handicap. 

Placed in such races as the Richmond Stakes, 
Gimcrack and Mill Reef last term, he was sent off 
at 5-2 to begin his season with a win. 

Silvestre de Sousa was able to dominate after 
grabbing the rail early and racing into the dip, 
Shine So Bright took four lengths out of the field. 
Space Traveller closed to within a length and 
three-quarters, but the result was never in doubt.

Charlie Appleby expects to have a 
clearer idea of Zakouski’s capabilities 
after he runs in the bet365 Craven 
Stakes at Newmarket today. 

The Shamardal colt made a big 
impression on his only previous 
racecourse outing at Kempton in 
November — but even his trainer 
admits his charge has far more on his 
plate as he steps up to Group 3 level in 
this recognised trial for next month’s 
Qipco 2000 Guineas. 

It is another Godolphin runner, 
Saeed bin Suroor’s Group One-win- 
ning colt Royal Marine, who sets the 
standard. 

However, it is perhaps indicative of 
the regard in which Zakouski is held 
that bookmakers make him the 
marginal favourite for today’s assign- 
ment — while he is a general 7-1 shot 
for the Guineas itself. 

“He’s fit and well — and like a lot of 
horses who have won their maiden, 
he’s now got to go and take the next 
step,” said Appleby. 

“Saeed’s horse is the one we all 
have to beat. He brings Group 1 form 
into the race, and we’ve all got to raise 
our game to get to his level. 

“TI see our horse is priced up as 
favourite, and for whatever reason 
there seems to be a lot of momentum 
behind him. 

“We think he’s a nice horse who 
has developed well from two to three, 
and it was a good performance at 
Kempton. 

“We like him and think he’s up to 
running in a race like this. We’ll see 
where we stand afterwards.” 

Royal Marine won two of his three 
starts as a juvenile — rounding off his 
campaign with that top-level triumph 
in the Prix Jean-Luc Lagardere at Pa- 
risLongchamp in October. 

He disappointed on the dirt at Mey- 
dan in January, but Bin Suroor hopes 
his charge can show his true colours 
back on the grass. 

He said: “He is doing good and has 
been working well. 

“He wintered in Dubai and was 
working well on the all-weather and 
the Tapeta, but he didn’t handle the 
dirt. We thought it was worth testing 
him, but you could tell from his ac- 
tion he didn’t like it.” 

Zakouski is one of five unbeaten 
colts in the field — along with Gay 
Kelleway’s Global Spectrum, Tom 
Dascombe’s Jackstar, Hugo Palmer’s 
Set Piece and the William Haggas- 
trained Skardu. 

Global Spectrum is three from 
three — completing his hat-trick in a 
valuable race in Qatar in February. 

Kelleway said: “The owner is flying 
in from Hong Kong and was keen for 
him to run here. He pays the bills, and 
it’s his decision. 

“Gerald Mosse jockey) was keen 
for him to run here as well, so I’m 
guided by them. 

“My job is to get him there in the 
best possible condition, and I think he 
is — he’s in great form.” 

Set Piece has won at Kempton and 
Newcastle during the winter, and 
Palmer is keen to let his horse do the 
talking under Frankie Dettori. 

He said: “I’ve been pleased with 
him at home, and he’s a horse I’ve 
always liked. There’s not much more 
to be said. 

“This is a trial — we’ll learn more 
about him, and he’ll learn more be- 
cause he is still an inexperienced 
horse. 

“Td like to think he’ll go on any 
ground.”

RIVERSTOWN senior manager Len 
Hackett has admitted his side need 
to change their mentality if they are 
to win promotion back to the Beam- 
ish Stout Munster Senior League 
Senior First Division.

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O'Reilly looks to new 
chapter after Demons 
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COLIN O’REILLY was a very busy 
man last year. 

As well as coaching UCC Demons 
in the men’s Super League, he com- 
pleted his FIBA-OUT programme. 

He was also one of the Irish senior 
ladies basketball coaching staff 
under the guidance of Mark Scannell 
for the FIBA Small Countries Tour- 
nament held in the Mardyke Arena. 

After this tournament he then took 
on a new role as head of the National 
Academy for Basketball Ireland. 

“It has been a busy year alright, 
but its one I enjoyed,” O’Reilly said. 

“Although, it was testing at the 
times, it was a great experience, and 
a one I wouldn’t change.

“There was three aspects to the 
programme. 

“A degree in Leadership and man- 
agement from Northumbria Univer- 
sity was one of these. 

“The FIBA manager qualification 
which is geared towards players 
moving into management roles in 
basketball clubs was the second and 
and TALS, which is geared towards 
developing as mentor/lifestyle advis- 
or for athletes who are currently in 
dual careers of studying and playing 
sports or working and playing 
sports. It is currently been rolled out 
by GAA and run by English Sports.” 

After a long period at Demons, 
both as a player and coach, O’Reilly 
seems to be suffering from a seven- 
year itch and may move on, but he 
certainly has enjoyed his time at the 
club. 

“T had seven great with the club 
years and led them 12 trophies, so 
overall, it was a huge success. 

“T got to play with Niall (my 
brother), who I always thought was 
the most under-rated all-around 
player in the league throughout the 
14 years on and off I played in the 
league. 

“We did things through out the 
years in Demon’s that no team has 
come close to replicating, so I think 
it’s a period in the clubs history that 
everyone involved should be proud 
of. 

“T will of course be always grateful

Coach of the biggest club in the 
country and it is a club I will con- 
tinue to give back to moving for- 
ward.” 

What was your thoughts on this 
past season where Demons struggled 
for wins and at times players? 

“Having had huge success pre- 
vious years gives a good idea at the 
start of each season of what realistic 
expectations are based on the talent 
at your disposal. 

“For us, it was a brand new team 
with numerous players playing in 
the league for the first time. 

“The goal was to compete every 
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week and give ourselves a chance to 
win games in the fourth quarter and 
this was successful in 18 out of 21 
games.

“It’s run over two years and in- 
volves a lot of practical and theory 
work. 

“The coaches running it are all Eu- 
roLeague or international level 
coaches which gives a great insight of 
how hard it is to qualify for the cer- 
tification. 

“Tt will also give me a good oppor- 
tunity to add value to the National 
Academies here in Ireland. 

“With the continuous develop- 
ments being implemented in the 
National pathway for players, the 
academies as they grow will increase 
in importance, and will hopefully, in 
time help Ireland replicate the suc- 
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cess of the recent Irish U18 women’s 
team that did so well in Europe on a 
regular basis.” 

O’Reilly is also involved with the 
Irish academies and here he explains 
his role. 

“T was appointed as head of Irish 
boys academies this year, along with 
Martin McGettrick, who looks after 
the girls side of things. 

“It’s probably the best decision 
basketball wise I made. 

“T enjoy going around the country 
visiting the academies talking and 
sharing information with the 
coaches and players.” 

So with all that on his plate, will 
O’Reilly have time to do what he does 
best, which is to play for another 
team next season? 

“We still have a month of the acad- 
emies to go where we want to finish 
off this season successfully, while 
strategizing and planning improve- 
ments for next year’s academy sea- 
son. 

“After that, conversations will 
begin about the club season next 
year, so as always I will listen to the 
various situations that are out there. 

“T’m back in the gym this week to 
try stay in shape, as when you train 
for eight months of the year it’s very 
easy for your fitness to slide, it’s just 
a habit really. 

“On the coaching front, whether 
it’s men’s, women’s or underage it 
will be something that’s has to be a 
new a new challenge as that’s the 
only way to grow in coaching.”

Selhurst Park has been a 
graveyard for title campaigns 
in the recent past, notably 
when Liverpool’s wheels 
came off in 2014 and City suf- 
fered a similar fate a year 
later. But Raheem Sterling’s 
double and a late third from 
Gabriel Jesus, after Luka Mili- 
vojevic gave Palace brief hope 
with a free-kick, kept City’s 
bid to retain their crown 
firmly on track. 

“T’m so pleased,” added 
Guardiola. “In two seasons 
we've got 83 points with five 
games left. Incredible 
numbers and it shows how 
consistent we are.” 

City host Tottenham to- 
night looking to overturn the 
1-0 first-leg deficit in their 
Champions League quarter- 
final and keep their quadruple 
dream alive. 

Palace boss Roy Hodgson 
has no doubt they can pull off 
an unprecedented four-timer. 

“IT think they look in very 
good shape,” he said. “They 
came here with a fully-fit 
squad and they paid us the re- 
spect of putting a very strong 
team out. That doesn’t make 
the task any easier. 

“T can only say what every- 
one else knows. They area 
very good team and will take 
some beating in any competi- 
tion they play.” 

Meanwhile, police are in- 
vestigating fans seen on video 
chanting anti-Semitic slurs 
before the Premier League 
match between Manchester 
United and West Ham on Sat- 
urday. West Ham have vowed 
to ban for life a group of sup- 
porters filmed singing the 
abuse prior to the game. 

In the latest in a series of al- 
leged racist incidents this 
week, the fans were filmed 
singing an abusive song about 
London rivals Tottenham, 
who have a large Jewish fol- 
lowing, on a tram before the 
Hammers’ match at Old Traf- 
ford. 

The short clip has since 
been shared thousands of 
times on social media and 
Greater Manchester Police 
(GMP) said they are investi- 
gating and have appealed for 
information.

CARDIFF midfielder Aron Gunnars- 
son felt he was denied a clear penalty 
in the Bluebirds’ controversial 2-0 de- 
feat by Burnley on Saturday. 

The main talking point occurred 
just after half-time when referee Mike 
Dean awarded Cardiff a penalty for 
handball by Ben Mee only to reverse 
his decision after discussion with his 
assistants. 

But manager Neil Warnock felt a 
later challenge by Charlie Taylor on 
Gunnarsson was the most obvious of a 
number of penalty appeals, and the 
Icelandic midfielder agreed. 

He said: “It was a blatant penalty. He 
said I was looking for his leg, which I 
wasn’t, I’ve never done that in my life. 

“T ve just looked at it again now. He 
caught me on my left leg and my ankle

goes, sol don’t know how I’m meant to 
stand up to that.

“I was thinking I was al- 
ready back! But the medical 
team know our bodies better 
than we do and they had full 
confidence that I’d come back. 

“That has just made me all 
the more determined to make 
the most of the opportunities I 
get. Every game from here on 
in is a big game and I need to 
grab them with both hands.”

A 2-0 win over Chelsea restored the 
Reds’ two-point advantage at the top of 
the table after Manchester City, who 
have a match in hand, had briefly 
taken back first place with a win at 
Crystal Palace earlier in the day. 

The Reds now have 85 points, five 
short of their previous league best of 90 
from 40 matches in the 1987-88 cam- 
paign in which they were champions. 

City won the league with 100 points 
last season but Klopp is targeting four 
more wins to push their rivals all the 
way over the closing few weeks. 

“The biggest challenge for us is al- 
ways facing the world outside, you [the 
media] and other people. We play our 
game,” he said “If City lost and we find 
out five minutes before the game that’s 
not a help. You lose your focus then. 
We only try to collect as many points 
as possible. What is it now, 85? Four 
games to play — 97. Let’s try. 

“And if that’s enough, then perfect. 
If not, we cannot change it. And we 
didn’t lose it here or there or whatever. 

“Very smart people will come out 
and say ‘Yeah, if you would have won 
against Leicester you would be cham- 
pions’. It’s all bullshit. People and 
idiots bring something like this up. 

“We see it game by game. We go to 
Porto now (holding a 2-0 lead in the 
Champions League), which will bea 
tough one. We know that they get at 
least two players back, Pepe and (Hec- 
tor) Herrera, so they will be an inter- 
esting and difficult challenge.

Sars still have the 
hunger, despite their 
title lull since 2014 


WITH four titles in the six years 
2008 to 2014, Sarsfields are the 
most successful club in the Cork 
County SHC in the recent era 
and they are one of the main 
contenders to unseat Imokilly, 
who have dominated for the past 
two seasons. 

Sars are one of the most vibrant 
units in the country and there is a 
fierce determination in River- 
stown this year to impact 
strongly in the race for the senior 
title. 

They open up proceedings this 
weekend against Kanturk and 
team boss, Brian Roche, is cau- 
tiously optimistic. 

“We had all our Cork lads back 
for a recent game in the league, 
against Bride Rovers, and that 
was important, to get a game be- 
fore the championship, with 
them, under our belts. 

“It is difficult playing games with- 
out your big players, but, look, 
we are not the only club in that 
situation, So you must deal with it 
and get on with it”. 

There might be a strong belief 
that Imokilly are the hottest of fa- 
vourites for another title, but, ac- 
cording to Roche, they are only 
concerned with each game. 
“We take each game as it 
comes. Obviously, Sars, down 
the years, since they started win- 
ning county titles, in 2008, have 
been very competitive and we 
certainly have our sights on the 
latter stages. 

“But, for now, we would not look 
any further beyond Kanturk. We 
want to deal with Kanturk in the 
best way possible, because, 
after that game, you are going 
into a big break again. 

“If you get to the third round this 
season, it will be a minefield. 
“We didn’t get to the semi-finals 
last season, so we could be 
meeting Imokilly, UCC, Midleton, 
anybody at all.”’ 

Sars were one of the few senior 
clubs in the county to vote for 
Proposal C in the revamped 
championship (from 2020 on- 
wards), a proposal that would 
have them playing two major 
championship games without 
their inter-county players. 

They would be one of the har- 
dest-hit clubs if that proposal 
was adopted. 

“When it first came out, you were 
kind of stepping away from it and 
saying that would never happen, 
but the more you looked at it, 
and the more you read it, it had 
an appeal. 

“If you look at Sars’ league form 
over the past number of years, 
we were missing all of those 
Cork players and we still finished

top of the league. 

“We fully believed that we’d have 
a good strength-in-depth and it’s 
given our players in the club 
games throughout the summer. 
“| would have been for it, as well, 
so | think it would have been a 
good thing if it was passed. 

“It gota good bit of support from 
people, the more that they 
looked at it and the more it 
stayed there. 

“If it had gone on another week, 
it might have got more support. 
“It was beaten, but | think it is 
something that could resurface 
again, in the future.” 

Roche, too, saw the other side of 
the equation, where players 
want to be involved with their 
clubs. 

“| know that our players don’t 
want to miss any championship 
games with Sars. They love put- 
ting on that jersey, playing with 
the friends that they grew up 
with: that’s the other side ot it. 
“What you don’t want, either, is 
to create that gap. | saw, first- 
hand, what happened between 
Munster Rugby and the club 
game. 

“But | can never see that hap- 
pening with the GAA, because 
the clubs are too strong and it’s 
too much of a community”. 

By the remarkably high standard 
that they set during their years of 
dominance, between 2008 and 
2014, the last couple of years 
have not been as successful. 
“It’s like this: | would imagine the 
players that are still playing sen- 
ior hurling with us and have 
those four county medals in their 
pockets want more. 

“They’d love to be coming, to- 
wards the latter end of their ca- 
reer, with another title to add to 
the four they have already. 
“That period when we won four 
titles, that was a phenomenal 
record of consistency. 

“You are looking at league titles 
in those years, as well, and | do 
believe the lads still have that 
motivation that is required to go 
all the way again. 

“That’s why they are still playing, 
that’s what they train for, and the 
appetite is still there, no doubt 
about that. 

“They love the challenge that 
each year brings. You might say 
that Imokilly are out there in 
front, at the moment, but there’s 
another four or five teams out 
there that will challenge them, as 
well. “Hopefully, we’ll be one of 
them.”

To give 
them their due, Midleton were good and 
they got to the final afterwards. 

“Maybe, in some ways, we let ourselves 
down, we didn’t play as well as we could 
have. 

“To be honest, even now going into this 
game with them again we don’t know 
where we stand. 

“We have had an indifferent enough 
league campaign so far (he was speaking 
last Monday week). 

“We played well enough in some games, 
were disappointed with others. We were 
very poor against Bride Rovers and they 
beat us very easily. 

“That scoreline against them did not 
look good, we were short a few but we had 
a fair few regulars as well. 

“But our fellows settled down well 
afterwards and we have got a good reac- 
tion and that has been very encouraging.”’ 

McGrath accepts that the game is not of 
the same magnitude as last season when it 
was a knockout encounter. 

“ Maybe, if you are beaten this time you 
can come straight back in. It’s not do or 
die stuff but we’ll still give it everything. 

“It’s an opportunity to seek a bit of re- 
venge for last year but we don’t really 
know yet where we are after the league. 

“We have changed a few things around 
with the backroom team. Donal Cronin is 
doing the physical training now and he’s 
doing a great job, he has big shoes to fill 
with Ian Lynam but he’s doing very well 
and the players have responded. 

“Come the game I believe we’ll be in 
good form but you just don’t know going

Chaoimh last September. Midleton won by a point 


into a first-round game. 

“It’s early in the season, how solid will 
the pitch be and if it was June or July it 
could be a different game altogether. 

“But we are where we are and we'll 
hopefully acquit ourselves well on the 
day.” 

There has been a bit of a changing of the 
guard in Blackpool since the glory days of 
2015 and 2016 but the leaders of that era 
are still on board. 

“There’s no one really retired. Graham 
(Callinan) and Paddy Cunningham are 
there still as is Donal Cronin. 

“We have got a bit of impetus with a few 
new faces coming in. Danny Morris has 
come in from the minors of a couple of 
years ago, they beat Midleton in the final, 
it was a great game. 

“Robert Downey has got a few games 
with Cork and that’s a huge bonus. He’s 
really stepped up, a great lad and there’s 
no drama with him. Others might say the 
wrong thing but Rob Keeps his head down 
and trains extremely hard. A very well 
mannered lad too. 

“Simon Kennefick got a game with Cork 
too in the Canon O’Brien Cup, he got a few 
good points that day. 

“He’ll go through the under-20 ranks 
now and he’ get time to develop. He has 
played well for us in league games and he

has very good qualities too. 

“Shane Busteed has come on to the 
panel as well from the minors and there 
are others too that we are looking at.” 

But it’s all about Midleton now on Sun- 
day and the Glen selector is well aware of 
what they can bring to the table. 

“A good side, they even won the minor 
last year as well. I don’t think their final 
performance last year was a true reflec- 
tion of them. 

“They started well but they received a 
few sucker punches and they got hit by a 
few goals from Imokilly. 

“That set them back but they are stilla 
very good side. 

“Lehane is a top player, Luke O’Farrell, 
young Beausang, Finbarr O’Mahony at 
full-back, Tommy Wallis in goal, they are 
well balanced. 

“We know them well and we know what 
they are capable of. They know us too and 
they are not afraid to bring forwards out 
the field, their half-forwards can switch 
just like that, stuff like that. 

“Look, on the night we’ll be hoping our 
key players play well and they’d be the 
same. 

“They will want to push on from last 
season and they’’ll probably feel that they 
haven’t done that to the degree that they 
might have wanted since 2013.” 
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ALL eyes were on Pairc Ui Chaoimh 
recently as the Cork County Board 
presented new proposals around the 
championship structures. 

It certainly created huge debate 
around the county which must have 
pleased the top table. 

There is no doubt that the cham- 
pionships needed restructuring and 
plenty of work went into preparing the 
three separate proposals. 

Too much uncertainty around fix- 
tures was extremely unfair on players 
who waited around all summer for 
games. 

At least there is clarity now which 
has to be applauded. 

A lack of relegation was also a major 
negative with many clubs just concen- 
trating on retaining their status every 
year. 

That certainly led to a lack of ambi- 
tion for some clubs who celebrated 
survival in a certain grade. But all 
three proposals received support 
which was interesting. 

The revamping of the County Cham- 
pionships led to lively debate within all 
the clubs and in the end the delegates 
voted for Option A which will see one 
round of games played in April and 
two more in August — with all the clubs 
county players available. 

In the days running up to last week’s 
vote there was strong opinions on all 
sides of the debate. For CEO Kevin 
O’Donovan and the committee, the 
process will be seen as a massive suc- 
cess. 

The debate grabbed the attention of 
the national media with the GPA and 
other interest groups coming out 
strongly against the controversial op- 
tion C which would have would have 
seen five guaranteed round robin 
games in the middle of the summer but 
with two of those played without inter- 
county stars. 

Personally I believe that playing 
championship games without the 
inter-county players would have been 
an absolute disaster for Gaelic Games 
within the county. 

Just look at other codes where the 
club game is on its knees without the 
participation of the top players. 

Everyone wants to see the top stars 
in action and playing games without 
the most talented would have been a 
retrograde step. 

We are very lucky in Gaelic Games 
that our best players still play with 
their clubs during the championship 
season. These players are training as 
full time athletes and their talent was 
nurtured by their clubs from a very 
young age. 

Penalising the county players for 
being very talented would have been 
the wrong route to go down. But drill- 
ing down to the numbers still made for 
interesting reading. 

The vast majority of clubs don’t have 
county players and this was reflected 
in the voting where some clubs are just 
sick of waiting around for meaningful 
championship games. 

In the days leading up to the vote 
plenty of people indicated that option 
A was the most sensible proposal and 
so it proved when the votes were 
counted. 

Option A got 136 votes, well ahead of 
Option C on 52, Option B would have 
seen the championship not start off 
until August with just two games guar- 
anteed and this received the lowest 
support with just 33 votes. 

Of course, there was merit to all 
three options and there was massive 
interest from around the country. 
Every county is faced with a similar 
problem as the inter-county scene just 
dominates the summer. 

The overhaul of structures within 
the county is a massive task. 

In recent seasons we’ve had the 
crazy situation around U21 competi- 
tions which began in March within 
the divisions and finish off in Novem- 
ber. 

Surely this makes absolutely no 
sense and nurturing our best young 
players and giving them meaningful 
competition is the way forward.

While the new CEO Kevin O’Dono- 
van had some choppy waters to navi- 
gate at the beginning of his new role 
there appears plenty of merit in his 
plans around Cork GAA. 

The west Cork man and the board 
will be desperate for a change of for- 
tunes with the Cork senior football 
team. Relegation to division 3 was cer- 
tainly not part of the grand plan but 
fundamental change is on the way. 

Finally, for jockey Davy Russell 
to remember Kieran O’Connor in the 
moments after his history-making 
Grand National triumph was an emo- 
tional moment for all sports fans on 
Leeside. 

The Youghal rider really disguised 
the enormous pressure he was under 
so well and his very kind words of sup- 
port will have meant so much to Kie- 
ran, his family, friends and sup- 
porters.

FAI board to step down 


THE board of the FAI has told 
Minister for Sport Shane Ross 
that all members will step down 
in July. 


The announcement was made by 
Ross at a meeting of the Oireachtas 
Joint Committee on Transport, Tour- 
ism and Sport yesterday afternoon. 

In a letter to Ross, FAI president 
Donal Conway said the board will 
step aside in July at the FAI’s AGM, 
or beforehand. 

“It is our intention that recommen- 
dations in relation to restructuring 
the board will be brought to the 
membership at our AGM in July (or 
at an EGM if the work of the group fa- 
cilitates an earlier date),” the letter 
stated. 

In his statement, Ross described 
the FAI’s appearance before the com- 
mittee last week as “shambolic”’. 

“IT am pleased to confirm to the 
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FAI president Donal Former FAI CEO John

me, indicating decisive action has 
been taken,” Ross said. 

“T believe that the AGM should be 
called before the July date.” 

The minister was appearing before 
the committee amid ongoing ques- 
tions of governance within the FAI. 

It was revealed just prior to the 
meeting that auditors Deloitte have 
reported the FAI to the Companies 
Registration Offices for breaking 
company law.
